Sumpter Twp. 
home repair grants 

Grants for the repair of houses for 
single-family residents and senior citizens 
soon will become available under a 
Housing Rehabilitation Program being 
sponsored Jointly by Sumpter Township 
and Wayne County. 

Current plans call for Sumpter Township 
to commit about $50,000 in grants by mid- 
summer of this year to residents in four 
areas. Area one is bounded by Lohr, 
Bemis, Harris and Elwell. Area two is the 
northeast comer of Harris and Sumpter 
Area three is bounded roughly by Willis 
Elwell. Judd and Sumpter Roads and 
Karr, Willow, Martinsville and Dunn 
comprise Area four. 

Objective of the program is to provide 
funds for such home improvements 
necessary to bring houses up to building 
code requirements, including new roofs 
furnace replacement or repair, porch 
repair, electrical or plumbing installation 
and other improvements.

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Special needs help program 
labeled educational success 


Keeping one step ahead of most school 
districts when it comes to providing special 
education, the Romulus Community Schools’ 
“Special Needs Program” has been labeled a 
“success.” 

The “Special Needs Program”, initiated to 
help and assist students whose grade level 
averages “D”, hasbeen in operation for more 
than two years. 

“The program fills a variety of services for 
the student,” said Henry L. McQueen, 
director of the program. “It provides 
supportive counseling, tutors, group leaders, 
oversees crews and individual in learning 
laboratories, technical demonstrations, 
reviews materials with students and follows 
up student problems.” 

McQueen pointed out that the Department 
of Education will, in the nearest future 
mandate all school districts to provide 
individual planning for these students. 

“However, Romulus is ahead of this 
mandate,” McQueen said. “Romulus is 
already screening students each year to find 
those who may need special assistance. 

And, in order to catch a student in need 
earlier, Romulus is looking to the junior high 
schools in hopes of beginning such programs 
on those levels. 

“We are anticipating the day when similar 
students in junior high may be given special 
assistance in personal adjustment and pre- 
vocational educatton,” McQueen said. “This 
would provide disadvantaged and 
handicapped students with more academic 
and personal adjustments skills to make it 
through those difficult years of ninth and 10th 
grades. 

“Furthermore, this program would strive 
to prevent students from getting turned off to 
the pace of secondary education,’ McQueen 

added. 

Over the two year period, the Special Needs 
Program has served 228 students. 

Although handicapped students receive 
Special Educational support, the Special 
Needs Program also provides assistance to 
the mentally and emotionally impaired, the 
crippled, the learning disabled, the hearing, 
speech and visually impaired and other 
health impaired students who, by reason of 
their handicapped condition, can’t succeed in 
programs designed for students without such 
handcaps. 

“It has been proven that students with low 
grade points, poor attitudes, and 
troublemakers, can be taught a skill and 
acquire jobs if we keep our goals student 
oriented,” McQueen said 

At Romulus, the disadvantaged and 
handicapped are trained in the regular 
vocational education programs. They are not 
separated 

“We feel that these students, upon 


graduation, or dropping out, must also 
compete in the world, as normal people 
would becoming responsible citizens, but 


must have marketable skills and should not 
enter the welfare lines, “McQueen said, 
“therefore, to separate them from the regular 


students would only set them further back in 
their academic growth and development of 
their vocational skills.”

If you have reason to believe that your child 
is not developing normally, free help is as 
close as your telephone. 

Currently, the Metropolitan Society for 
Crippled Children (MSCCA) and Com- 
munities United for Action (CUFA) have 
combined forces in seeking out families of 
children from birth through 16 years of age 


who may have various types of physical and 
mental disorders. 

Romulus and Sumpter Township are in- 
cluded in eight communities in which free 
evaluation, diagnosis, treatment and follow- 
up are provided at the MSCCA clinic, 17330 
Schaefer, Detroit. 

The two groups are faced with a two fold 
task. First, identification of children with 
developmental disabilities, and second, 
beginning of comprehensive treatment for the 


Cox gets cold shoulder

Donald Cox, who wants to build a $200 
million theme park, arena and convention 
center in Romulus feels he’s getting a 
negative response from city officials. 

The Milford developer appeared before the 
City Council last week even though he wasn’t 
on the agenda. He wanted to show papers 
which purportedly show he has options or 
ownership of 600 acres north of 1-94, where the 
complex is scheduled to be built. 

But he didn’t get the chance. 

When it came to the Chairman’s report, 
Mayor pro-tern Gerry Cane jo turned the floor 
over to Councilwoman Beverly McAnally, 
who in turn introduced Cox. He proceeded to 
produce documents validating his claim to 
control of the 600 acres. 

When Cox walked over to city attorney

Robert Reese’s table, Mrs. McAnally was 
overheard to say, “Do you want him (Cox) to 
get down on his knees?” When the papers 
were shown to Reese, the city attorney gave 
the opinion that it was neither the time nor 
place to review documents of this nature. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry then asked 
who recommended that Cox present the 
documents. Cox answered that Mrs. 
McAnally had invited him because of alleged 
negative comments against the Cox 
development quoted in local newspapers. Cox 
said he was seriously offended by the printed 
remarks and that he was ‘‘here in Romulus to 
stay.” He then took his papers and left. 

City Council took no action on Cox’s 
presentation, but a citizen criticized what she 
called “adverse criticism and comments by 
certain administration officials. Mrs. Jean 
Voight, speaking during open discussion time, 
commented that she was concerned about the 




adverse criticism by certain administration 
officials, privately and publicly, in the news 
media against the Cox development. 

City Clerk Leonard Folmar responded that 
comments, public or private, were made by 
honest officials who may be conservative or 
liberal in their views. 

“This is natural and the city is just taking a 
wait and see attitutde about the develop- 
ment,” said Folmar “Everyone is optimistic 
about such a development.” 

Later in the meeting. City Council approved 
unanimously the second reading of Chapter 
XIII, Article I, an ordinance approving the 
formation of the Economic Development 
Corporation of the City of Romulus 

The application will be sent to Lansing for 
approval and then Mayor James Stewart, 
with City Council's approval, will name the 
nine members to the EDC. 


child in his or her family. 

Both organizations are seeking assistance 
from every available quarter in their search 
for afflicted youngsters. 

Clues to abnormal child development are 
explained by Frank Lendzion, public health 
consultant for MSCCA. 

“If your three-month-old child has 
problems following a moving object with his 
eyes, if he does not have good head control at 
six months old, if he is unable to say even the 
simplest word by the time he is about a year 
old, he may be exhibiting some early signs of 
a developmental lag that may denote a more 
serious problem. 

“Many physical, mental and psychological 
deficits a re not easily recognized. However, if 
the problem is identified soon enough, the 
result is often complete recovery. Moat 
parents fail to realize the seriousness of 
developmental problems and their children 
suffer needlessly.” 

A pamphlet entitled, “Guide to the 
Developing Child,” is available to families in 
the eight communities. Interested families 
are urged to call MSCCA and CUFA offices at 
341-4900 and 292-2110, respectively. 

To further assist parents who suspect their 
child is not developing normally, the MSCCA 
professional staff has scheduled a series of 
meetings with parents in the eight com- 
munities In Romulus, the meeting will be 
held at 1:30 p.m July 12 at the City HaD, 
community room, 11111 Wayne Rd., and in 
Sumpter Twvnship at 1 p.m. July 19 at the 
Pres-Cad Clinic, annex building, 24101 
Sumpter Rd

FOP tells children: Don't go with strangers 


A massive personal safety 
educational program aimed at 
elementary school children across 
thesta te has been established by the 
Michigan Fraternal Order of Police 
(FOP). 

Armed with one simple direct 


message — “Kids, Don’t Go With 
Strangers!” — FOP members are 
intent on distributing tundreds of 
thousands of bumper stickers and 
copies of a 16-page story booklet and 
an 8-page coloring book in schools 
throughout Michigan. 

“While the bumper stickers will 


call attention to the effort, these 
booklets should go a long way 
toward helping parents impress 
their children with the inherent 
dangers in going with a stranger,” 
said Jack Brown, past president of 
the State FOP He is a lieutenant 
with the Femdale police force and 


also serves on the Board of Directors 
of the National FOP. 

Brown explained that the two 
booklets are designed to make a 
lasting impression upon a child 
without arousing undue anxiety by 
dealing with the question of the 
stranger in a clear, open, intelligent 
and non- sexual way.

On tap for students in the Van 
Buren and Romulus Community 
schools next week will be such en- 
trees as meat, cheese and lettuce 
stuffed in Pita bread, beef tur- 
novers, oven-fried chicken and 
sliced turkey with whipped potatoes 
and gravy.

Next Thursday the cafeteria will 
be serving baked meat loaf with 
mashed potatoes and gravy, bread 
and butter, vegetable; cobbler, fruit 
and milk, with soup, tuna salad 
sandwiches, tator tots, cole slaw, 
cake and milk closing out the week. 

The alternate menu selections in 
the junior highs will be 
doubeburgers Monday, Coney Island 
foot-longs Tuesday, doubleburgers 
with cheese next Wednesday, melted 
cheese and chili on buns next 
Thursday and shrimp in a bun next 
Friday. 

In the Romulus Community 
Schools the menu Monday will be 
toasted cheese sandwiches, tomato 
vegetable soup, orange juice, bread 
and milk, followed by sliced turkey 
with whipped potatoes and gravy, 
buttered carrots, bread, pineapple 
cup and milk Tuesday. 

Next Wednesday the bill of fare 
will be sloppy joes or hot dogs, 
french fries, rolls, applesauce and 
milk. 

Next Thursday the cafeterias will 
be serving tuna casserole, fresh 
peas, bread, peach cup and milk, 


while submarine sandwiches, sweet 
potatoes, rolls, lime fruit Jell-0 and 
milk will top off the week. 

Edgemont 
has own 
'service' 

A new program at Edgemont 
Elementary School is meeting with 
such success that more than half of 
all fifth graders are volunteering. 

Called Edgemont’s Service Club, 
the group assists teachers each 
Friday afternoon in such diverse 
activities as helping with bulletin 
boards, reading to and listening to 
students, helping with school lessons 
and teaching group games during 
recess. 

Currently, all of Edgemont’s 
teachers from kinder^ rten to fifth 
grade, haveone or two helpers. 

Helpers are encouraged to be 
independent and to exercise 
responsibility in fulfilling assigned 
jobs. After four weeks of working 
with their teacher, students have a 
choice of remaining as helpers or to 
take pari in either volleyball or 
study hall activities under other 
instructors. 


While the concernof parents is at a 
high level because of the recent 
violent crimes against children, the 
experience of the FOP, according to 
Brown, is that they oftentime deal 
with the topic ineffectively. 

“They do want to warn their 
youngsters, but fear it will frighten 
them. That’s where these 
professionally-created materials 
really help,” he added. “It was that 
fear that convinced us to give this 
needed community service project 
our best effort now. 

“If we can help save one 
youngster’s life, then the time, effort 
and cost will certainly be 
worthwhile.” 

He explained that there are more 
than 450,000 kindergarten through 
sixth grade youngsters in the 
Metropolitan Detroit area along 
with nearly another 700,000 
statewide 

“The cost incurred in launching a 
program of this magnitude so as to 
reach each and every child in the 
state is a tremendous task,” he said. 
“The FOP is especially 
appreciative and would like to 
recognize the support of the 
Michigan National Banks and the 
Marathon Oil Co. who are 
underwriting much of the initial 
funding of this program. 

“But the total project can only be 
accomplished through the help of 
additional community-minded 
businesses across the state, who we 
will be seeking out.” 

The first booklet, intended for the 
3-6 grade level, will be available at 
all branches of the Michigan 
National Bank in the metropolitan 
area. It is a 16-page full color 
illustrated story book, entitled 
“Don’t Go With Strangers.” Written 
by Birmingham attorney Arthur 
Greenstone, it was favorably 
publicized recently on the Walter 
Cronkite national television news 
show. 

Marathon Oil Co. is providing the 
8-page coloring and game book, 
entitled “The Riddle of the Friendly 
Stranger”, which is intended for the 
lower elementary grades, K-3. 

The FOP al9o will distribute

This week’s tops from the Garden 
Doctor are: 

Q: How can I fertilize the shade 
tree in my yard? 

A: Use any high-nitrogen lawn- 
type fertilizer (24-8-8, 20-10-5 or 16-8- 
8). Don’t use one containing a 
herbicide. Use 3 lbs. of a 10 percent 
nitrogen fertilizer or lVfe lbs. of a 20 
percent nitrogen fertilizer for each 
inch of trunk diameter, measured at 
chest height, if the tree is 6 inches or 
larger. For trees under 6 inches use 
half of the above amount. 

Make a circle of holes around the 
tree two feet away from the trunk. 
These holes should be 15 inches deep 
and 2 feet apart. Then make a 
concentric circle of holes 2 feet 
farther away from the trunk. 
Continue making concentric circles 
of 15-inch deep holes until they ex- 
tend a foot or two beyond the branch 
spread. Divide the predetermined 
amount of fertilizer among these 
holes. 

Q: Should I lime my garden soil 
each year as I’m working in the 
fertilizer? 

A: Don't lime any soil here in 
Wayne County unless you have soil 
tests results that show an acid 


condition. Most soils in this area 
already are alkaline and adding 
lime may cause alkalinity to the 
degree that nutrients would become 
chemically unavailable to the 
plants. 

Q: When can I plant strawberries? 

A: Plant strawberries in the 
spring as soon as the soil can be 
properly prepared. Choose a well- 
drained site that has full sua Spread 
organic matter over the bed. Spade 
the soil deeply and work the soil 


until it’s thorougly pulverized. Set 
plants so the crown is level with the 
soil surface. Firm the soil around 
the roots and water throughly. 

Q: Our juniper shrubs have been 
diagnosed as having juniper scale. 
Can a dormant spray be used for 
this: 

A: Yes, a dormant oil spray or a 
lime sulfur spray can be used before 
any new growth begins. Apply ac- 
cording to label directions. 

Q: The citrus plants we grew from 


orange and grapefruit seeds have 
brown blister-like bumps on the 
leaves and they feel sticky. Is this an 
insect? 

A: Yes, this sounds like scales, 
which are a common problem on 
citrus. Wash the plant with soapy 
water, dislodgng as many of the 
scales as you can. Repat the 
washing if new scales appear. If 
these are large plants, too cum- 
bersome for washing, a malathion 
spray may be used.

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has restructured the 
County Board of Public Works, 
changing it from a 3- member body 
controlled by the Road Commission 
to a 7-member group under direct 
authority of the county 
commissioners 

Since 1968 by resolution of the 
former Board of Supervisors from 
which the Board of Commissioners 
evolved, the Public Works Board has 
consisted of the same members 
serving concurrently on the Wayne 
County Road Commission (WCRC). 

The new arrangement, approved 
April 12, provides for only one road 
commissioner, the county drain 
commissioner, and five members of 
the governing County Board of 
Commissioners. 

It also requires that four of the 
members must reside in the 
proposed wastewater control 
districts under the planned Huron 
Valley Wastewater Control System, 

— basically, Western Wayne County 

— and that the remaining three will 
be appointed to represent the county 
at-large. 

The Board of Public Works is 
responsible for sewer and water 
systems and garbage disposal in the 
county and has been authorized by 
the Board of Commissioners to seek 
federal and state funds for design 
and construction of the Huron Valley 
system. 

County Commissioners on the new 
public works board are Chester 
Wozniak from Hamtramck, Richard 
E. Manning of Redford and William 
Sullivan of Wyandotte, all appointed 
for 3-year terms. 

Appointed for 2-year terms are 
County Commissioners George F.

E corse and River Rouge 
4e continuing WCRC member, 
Freddie G. Burton, was appointed 
for a l-year term. Charles N. 
Youngblood, county drain com- 
missioner, will serve indefinitely 
since state statute requires 
restructured public works boards to 
include the current drain com- 
missioner. 

According to mo6t members of the 
County Board of Commissioners, the 
new structue of the public works 
board will attract more federal 
dollars, and because elected of- 
ficials are involved, will be more 
responsive to citizen needs. 

In approving the new structure, 
the commissioners at the same 
meeting also authorized the Public 
Works Board to file applications 
with the U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the State 
Water Resources Commission for 
funds to design, construct and 
operate the Huron Valley 
Wastewater Treatment System. 

It is expected that the project will 
reduce sewage rates in certain area, 
improve water quality and increase 
land values. 

Also at the meeting the County 
Commissioners decided not to 
discuss a report from the new jail 
construction subcommittee, 
regarding proposed relocation of the 
site planned for a new jail in 
downtown Detroit. 

The report, in which the County 
Board of Auditors opposed change 
from the present site planned near 
Greek town, was referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee for 
more study and recommendation. 


County Board Chairman John 
Barr of Dearborn Heights after the 
meeting said the commissioners 
would continue with present plans 
already approved by the board and 
w ould not consider a possible change 
until the next Wayns and Means 
meeting tomorrow. 

Barr said by then he expects that 
the committee will be able to study 
decisions by Detroit City Council, 
the Detroit Planning Commission 
and City Board cf Zoning Appeals, 
which also have the relocation 
proposal under study 

He emphasized that the 
commissioners do not have to make 
further decisions for the present 
plan to proceed and he 
implemented. If present plans 
continue, construction will begin this 
month, he pointed out.

Responsive public officials— a possibility 


Action taken this week by 
the Westland City Council 
provides a view of elected 
officials that has been sadly 
missing from our com- 
munities for quite awhile. 

On the agenda for that 
council meeting was the 
report from the Westland 
Local Officers Compensation 
Commission, concerning 
their 1977 recommendations 
of salaries for elected of- 
ficials. 


The pay board's report 
included a proposed increase 
for the mayor, from his 
current $28,000 to $31,000, and 
proposed increases for the 
council members from their 
current $3,600 to $3,800, with 
the council president 
reciving an additional $200 
per year also. 

Unlike many of their 
colleagues in surrounding 
communities, The Westland 
council made the decision to 
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Having experienced a recent traumatic divorce under Michigan’s no-fault 
divorce statutes,, I feel qualified to expound, in layman's terms, on America’s 
latest concept of severing marital ties. 

Prior to my divorce, I had heard the term no-fault applied to both divorce and 
to car insurance. I also knew, from newspapers, that both were new to the 
Michigan scene. 

I was in for a rude awakening! Part way through my own case, my eyes 
opened to several facts that were downright shocking! 

For example, a defendant under no-fault divorce has no recourse in the court 
of civil law, to stop the divorce from being granted, save for a change of heart 
by the plaintiff. 

In other words, anyone can get a divorce simply by asking for it, and the other 
party in the action is absolutely helpless to stop it, nor has he or she been 
granted anything in the state statu tues to fall back on for support. 

I was stunned to say the least! The opposite is true in a court of criminal law 
where everything favors the defendant, from all sort of legal dodges and 
maneuvers to a guilty verdict hinging upon the prosecution providing its case 
“beyond a reasonable doubt” or by “preponderance of evidence,” etc. 

Unfortunately, that is not the case in the civil courts handling no-fault 
divorces. All the plaintiff has to allege in his or her suit and swear to before a 
circuit court judge, is that the marriage relationship has broken down and that 
there is no hope of it being mended. It’s just that simple! Take my word for it! 

Getting a divorce in Michigan is as easy as buying a box of popcorn at the 
movie theater, the only difference being that divorce costs more. In my own 
case, not wanting the divorce in the first place, I felt frustrated and cheated. 
Here, I lived in the freest and greatest society in the world and I was as helpless 
as a newborn babe to do anything to fight my wife’s divorce suit. 

I could not understand why the various religious denominations did not fight 
no-fault tooth and nail. From what I had been taught in school and in the few 
times I attended Sunday school and church, the concept of handing out divorces 
in such a cut and dry manner goes against the very moral fibre of what 
Christianity teaches about the sanctity and permanance of the marriage vows. 
Possibly, the churches did put up some kind of battle, but I do not recall any big 
hue and cry over no-fault on the page of Michigan newspapers or in the editorial 
opinions expressed by major television stations 

On the converse side, the young lawyer who I retained, along with many of his 
peers, favor the new concept because it prevents “someone from being forced 
to live with another person against their will.” 

Since my divorce, I've felt, maybe selfishly, that some lawyers like no-fault 
because it makes legal proceedings so much simpler and quicker. TJuite simply, 
it’s an easier way to make a buck than under the older statutes. 

A saving grace under no-fault is that the suit can be stalled if one wants to 
spend the money. I was informed I could delay granting of the divorce by six 
months, possibly a year, if 1 wanted to lay out $1,500! Having lived previously on 
two incomes, I was in no financial position to afford such a large expenditure. 

Also, if child custody and property settlement is involved, divorce cases un 
der no-fault can be stretched out to a year, even longer, I was told. 

In my own situation, my wife was granted a divorce only six and a half weeks 
after she filed suit in Oakland County! I discovered later that she moved there 
from Wayne County to take advantage of Oakland's even faster disposition of 
divorce cases. In Wayne County, normal minimum time for getting a divorce is 
six months, if the defendant does not answer the complaint, and if no children or 
property is involved. In Oakland County, a two-month delay is the minimum 
under similar circumstances However, in Oakland County, a divorce can be 
obtained in 20 days if the divorce complaint is not answered! 

Although he had handled many divorce cases, my lawyer told me afterwards 
that my divorce case was the shortest he had encountered Even he was amazed 
at how swiftly it had taken place! 

In reflecting on my divorce and others I knew first hand, one glaring obvious 
fault of no-fault quickly came to mind — that of persons filing for divorce who 
are not thinking rationally because of a mental disorder or from over-wTought 
due to a physical ailment. 

What about women who have had a recent hysterectomy, some of who change 
so drastically in attitude and behavior that even close friends hardly know 
them? What about husbands or wives who suffer from a brain tumor, often 
resulting in marked irrational thinking and behavior? The list could go on and 
on. 

No-fault divorce should be wiped from the state statutes and should be 
replaced by a more ethical and fair way of determining if husband and wife 
should be parted forever Rather than leave it entirely in the hands of 
legislators 

The Governor should appoint a committee of persons representing a broad 
spectrum of society Possibly, they could come up with recommendations for a 
solution to this age-old dilemma more in line with the thinking of our churches 


vote on the pay raises itself 
rather than hide behind the 
protective cover of the 
compensation commission, 
and in the words of one 
councilman, "Allow the 
citizens of the community to 
identify the position of each 
of the council members." 

Our hat is off to those 
Westland officials who had 
the courage to let the buck 
stop where it should, In their 
laps. We are fully aware of 
the fact that during the 
course of normal business 
there are many tough 
decision that our elected 
officials must make, but 
none of them can be as dif- 
ficult as taking a public 
position on an issue as 
volatile as pay increases. 

It is to the credit of those 
Westland officials that they 
chose not the easy way to 


handle that issue, but the 
right way. 

At a time in this country's 
history when the very word 
politician has become 
synonymous with dirty tricks 
and special Interests, it Is 
particularly satisfying for 
the citizens to be able to look 
with some pride on the ac- 
tions of their own elected 
officials and rest in the 
knowledge that those of- 
ficials have not forgotten 
from whom their real power 
has been derived. 

While the fact that the 
Westland officials did not 
hide behind the skirts of the 
pay board on this occasion is 
certainly gratifying to their 
hard-pressed constituents, 
the fact that the pay board 
exists at all is cause for some 
concern. 


If council's action of this 
week is truly an indication of 
their regard for the principle 
of representative govern- 
ment, maybe their next 
move should be to throw out 
the pay board concept en- 
tirely. 

With the clear-cut evidence 
of inslduous decay occurlng 
at the roots of our 
democracy, it becomes 
vitally Important for anyone 
given the 'public trusf to 
make every effort to avoid 
the slightest appearance of 
being unresponsive to the 
wishes of those who have 
elected them to office. Pay 
boards provide one of the 
best examples of an attempt 
to circumvent public opinion. 

A compensation com- 
mission or pay board Is never 
necessary when public of- 
ficials are doing the |ob they 


were elected to do. It is only 
when those officials have lost 
sight of their real respon- 
sibility to their community 
that It then becomes 
necessary for them to erect a 
shield between them and the 
citizens. 

Abe Lincoln once said, 
"The world will little note 
nor long remember what we 
do here..../' but the world did 
remember. And any move by 
elected officials to narrow 
the widening chasm between 
themselves and the citizens 
will also be remembered. 

If it is is true that one has a 
responsibility to be missed 
after he is gone, and we 
believe it* is true, then one 
must accept the respon- 
sibility of doing the job the 
right way, not just the 
quickest or selfishly — 
motivated way.

The 'Woodshed' revisited

I read in a nearby weekly newspaper about a 
father’s avid interest in his teenage son’s quickly 
compiled collection of lumber and other material 
used in the building of new homes. He watched in 
amazement as the youth slipped into homes under 
construction and carried home armloads of 
material. 

He confronted his son with the evidence and 
drove him to the police station. The police chief 
praised the parent for such integrity and fortitude 
and released the youth in his father’s care. 
Reading that story made my day. 

In the Bible, Solomon spoke of the need for early 
correction in children: 

“The rod and reproof give wisdom : but a child 

left to himself bringeth his mother to shame. 

Correct thy son, and he shall give thee rest ; 
yea, he shall give delight unto thy soul.” 

(Proverbs 29:15, 17). 

The great need of America today is to straighten 
out the parents. Most of the delinquency com- 
mitted by teenagers is attributable to unstable 
fathers and mothers. Father has abdicated his 
throne of authority in the home and has been 
demoted to a flabby figurehead who lets mother 
hand out the punishment as well as most of the 
training and upbringing. 

Alternately ignored, pampered, petted, and left 
to roam, the children of today grow up in the 
nebulous quagmire of indecision. 

The double standard, moral looseness and just 
plain ungodliness and slothfulness fill the void left 
by the vacuum of vacated values. Where is the old 
fashioned teaching of initiative, responsibility, 
hard work, pride of accomplishment, respect for 
another’s property and views, and especially, a 
love for God? 

No child will ever truly respect authority, 
whether it be vested in parents, police teachers, or 
government until tney have first learned 
reverence for the highest authority — God. 

Our pseudo-psychologists who teach that 



children should be allowed to bent their emotions 
in any way they choose — even if destructive — 
have holes in their heads. Not too long ago, a news 
story told of a visiting English schoolmaster who 
said that parents who spank their children are 
vicious malcontents, displaying their life’s anger 
and frustrations by beating their offspring. 
Hogwash! 

My father spanked me when I was a child and 
I’m glad he did— now! Not then. But those “trips 
to the woodshed”, while thinning the -skin on my 
posterior, added respect for authority And it has 
lasted with me to this day. A good spanking never 
hurt anything but a little pride. 

Now, I’m not talking about so-called parents 
who in a drunken rage beat their children sen- 
seless, or those so controlled by anger they 


brutally whip cowering offspring into raw-red 
bloody pulps. The trouble with much of the 
correction today is that tired, irritable parents 
who stayed up too late, had too much to drink, or 
have been fighting between themselves yell In- 
coherently and demand obedience when actually 
they deserve none. 

Very few people ever mature. The vast majority 
of adults, as far as I am concerned, are but older 
children. They’ve never passed the stage of 
adolescence and their only claim of parental 
qualification is their long experience in the trial- 
and -error method. 

Our high schools, colleges and universities are 
beseiged today by young men and women who 
want to rule rather than learn. They want to 
dictate policy and they slander anyone who raised 
a qualified and judicious hand to guide them 
without their “approval”. 

No one is ready to give instructions and orders 
until he has first felt the sweat beads form on his 
brow in labor dictated by a superior. In other 
words, to be qualified to lead you must first bear 
the yoke of answered orders yourself. 

America rose to greatness because each suc- 
ceeding generation was taught the dignity of in- 
dividualism and the rewards of hard work. 
Fathers and mothers raised their children in 
former days with a Bible in one hand and the rod of 
authority in the other. 

And how God blessed! 

Can ayone, in complete candor, look at the 
unrestrained freedom given today’s younger 
generation and say they are better off because of 
it? I pray that we will, as a nation, restore father 
to his rightful place as head of the home, honor 
mother as she should be honored, and see that 
children are in subjection to their parents and 
authority.

Health Beat 


People working together

During those dreary days of 1941 to 1945 which 
marked the time of American participation in 
World War II, an interesting social phenomenon 
was taking place: people were leaving the City of 
Detroit, and new residents by the thousands were 
being imported to work in the war effort. 

An entire community was constructed in Nankin 
Township — now called the City of Westland — 
which was thought originally to be a temporary 
arrangement to house people working at the 
bomber plant in Ypsilanti and other war 
production facilities. 

Some 1900 units were constructed and were 
almost immediately filled with residents. The 
area began to grow faster than any had an- 
ticipated, and it soon became obvious that some 
system of delivering health care services was 
needed. 

In those days, once you crossed Telegraph Road 
coming west, the only hospitals available — until 
you came to Ann Arbor — were the old Wyan- 
dotte General and Wayne County (called Eloise). 
There did exist a very few small, privately owned 
facilities; but these were simply too small to 
handle the influx of people invading the, until then, 
sleepy little townships and villages dotting the 
landscape. 

A group of businessmen soon recognized that 
potential catastrophe was being courted and that 
some serious consideration must be given to 
providing health care facilities 

Hence, this group established a non-profit 
corporation which they called the People Com- 
munity Hospital, Inc. — a group which obviously 
was the precursor of the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA). 

The PCH businessmen were originally ap- 
proached by the US Department of Public Health 


— it was actually the Chamber of Commerce in the 
Village of Wayne which was approached — and 
were told that if a proper group of citizens was 
formed, the Public Health people would attempt to 
secure a Federal grant to assist in constructing a 
hospital. 

As a result of Public Health’s interest, the 
physicians practicing in the area were each asked 
to attend a special meeting and bring with them a 
layman to discuss the formation of the non-profit 
organization. This meeting was held in Wayne on 
January 6, 1943 and the People Community 
Hospital, Inc. was incorporated. 

A grant was obtained from the Federal Works 
Agency, and Building ‘B’ — next to Seymour 
Hospital on the grounds of Eloise — was 
remodelled and equipped to serve as a hospital. 
The building was opened on December 10, 1944 

This temporary hospital was continued until 
February 1, 1946 During that time, better than 
2500 patients received services, 439 babies were 
born, and over 700 surgical procedures were 
performed. The temporary hospital shared ser- 
vices with Seymour Hospital (no longer standing) 
by using Seymour’s operating room, delivery 
service, kitchen facilities, and laundry. Perhaps 
the concept of shared services which we hear so 
much of today is not really all that new ! 

When it became apparent that the 71-bed 
hospital in ‘B’ building was not adequate to sup- 
port the communities, one of the original in- 
corporators and board members, Charles B. 
Cozadd, went to Lansing and proposed a State law 
which would create an authority -type statute for 
the construction and operation of hospitals. 
Cozadd, who remains today as legal counsel for 
PCHA, reasoned that as long as water works, 
electrical facilities, power plants, and rubbish 


disposal authorities existed, why not a hospital 
authority? 

Cozadd’s arguments were persuasive, and he in 
fact wrote the statute in 1945 — it is properly 
known as Public Act 47 which is enabling 
legislation allowing ”... two or more cities, 
townships, and incorporated villages ... to in- 
corporate a hospital authority ... for operating one 
or more community hospitals...” 

Public Act 47 became law in 1945. Thus, the 
board of the original PCH group, in a meeting on 
July 10, 1945, passed a resolution inviting the 
governing bodies of the Western Wayne County 
communities to pass the necessary resolutions to 
create the hospital authority now allowed under 
Michigan law. 

A month later (August 7, 1945) the Village 
Commission of Wayne passed a resolution to 
initiate the procedures to form an authority. The 
Village Commission of Inkster and the Nankin 
Township Board quickly followed Wayne’s lead 
and passed similar resolutions Next, the Town- 
ships of Dearborn, Romulus, Taylor, Sumpter, 
and Huron and the Village of Flat Rock moved in 
the same fashion and the PCHA was assured of its 
first nine charter members. 

The final organization meeting was held on 
November 8, 1945, and PCHA became an official 
State entity. 

The PCHA has grown from those first 71 beds in 
’B’ building to 1240 beds including a mental health 
service. These 1240 beds are found in five modern, 
short-term, acute-care, hospitals from Beyer 
Memorial in Ypsilanti, to Annapolis in Wayne, to 
Outer Drive in Lincoln Park, to Heritage in 
Taylor, to Seaway in Trenton. 

It’s a remarkable story of what can be done by 
people working together for a common cause. 





Editorial stance attacked 

To the Editor: 

I have been disturbed and saddened by the recent personal attack by the 
Belleville Enterprise on the elected officials of Van Buren Township. I fully 
recognize the responsibility of any newspaper to speak out on any subject which 
they feel are important to the citizens of the communities they service, no 
matter what the topic or whom it may effect. But in turn any newspaper which 
assumes a “crusading attitude” has a moral responsibility to look at all cir- 
cumstances surrounding the situation and to assure themselves, through 
personal investigation, that every thing printed in their paper is as close to 

actual fact as it can humanly be possible to ascertain. 

Before the Special Van Buren Township Board meeting of March 31, 1977, the 
Belleville Enterprise ran articles pointing out the importance of the decisions to 
be made at this meeting and exhorted the citizens of Van Buren to mate their 
voice heard. In spite of this "call to arms” the Belleville Enteipnse failed to 
have representation at that meeting. Consequently the total article, on the front 
page of April 6, 1977 newspaper, by their own admission, was a collection of 
second hand statements, which they admit, in the article, were of a conflicting 
nature Had the Belleville Enterprise attended the meeting they would have 
known that there were a total of 52 residents attending the meeting, not 100 as 
reported. Of this number at least V« were there as a result of the main purpose 
of the special meeting; that is the awarding of the contract to begin the con- 
struction of the new Fire Hall, addition to the Township Hall and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. . , . . .. 

What concerns me even more about this article was its total emphasis on the 
approximate $9,808.00 slated for salary increases, and just one paragraph 
reporting the $274,000.00 Federal grant. The Township Board had worked very 
hard to receive this, money from the Federal Government to construct facilities 
to better serve the citizens of the Township without spending Township momes. 

It is unfortunate to me that this accomplishment by the elected officials of the 
Township received more publicity in a local Shopping News than from the 
newspaper which supposedly was the “official newspaper” of the Township. 

I do not believe it is necessarv to debate at this time the State Act under which 
the O)mpensatioa Commission was appointed. There are enough people, both 
on the State and Federal level, doing this and I believe if any changes are due 

for that Law they will be made at these levels. 

I do resent the attack on the Township Board, and myself personally, because 
we chose to obey the law and follow the procedures “legally” set up by the State 
under this Public Act. If the Belleville Enterprise had disagreed with our use of 
this Act it had full opportunity between the time on December 8, 1976 when the 
Ordinance was published, in its own newspaper, and the time the Commissions 
determinations were fully read at a regular public meeting on March 8, 1977. As 
it was they waited until the very last moment and then chose to personally

’Human Services’ revolution

The quality of human services provided by 
charitable organizations has been raised and the 
public has been afforded greater protection from 
fly-by-night fund-raisers as the result of a subtle 
revolution which has taken place in Michigan over 
the last decade. 

About 10 years ago, charitable organizations in 
the state were spending on the average about 50 
percent of their budgets to provide services in one 
form or another, ranging from direct social 
assistance to pure research for fighting cancer, 
lung disease and other health problems. Now, 
according to the Consumer Protection and 
Charitable Trusts Division of the Attorney 
General’s office, the state’s charitable agencies, 
on the whole, spend closer to 80 percent of their 
budgets to provide programs. 

A few years ago, the public was being more 
frequently ripped off by those few under-handed 
organizations and slick fund-raisers who solicited 
funds for their own benefit without any intentions 
of providing services. Now, the public has more 
protection from unscrupulous soliciting because of 
a law passed in 1975 which requires organizations 
and professional fund-raisers to obtain licenses 
before they can solicit donations and provides 
penalties for violators. The Consumer Protection 
and Charitable Trusts Division indicates that 
since the law’s passage, the incidence of illegal 
solicitation has declined. 

The net result has been increased public con- 
fidence in philanthropic organizations because 
those groups are spending more money to provide 
the programs for which they campaign for dollars. 
And because of the increase in confidence, persons 
have been more willing to give to charity, 
resulting in increased donations and more com- 
prehensive programs. 

Since 1916, state government has regulated the 
fund-raising activities of charitable organizations. 
The Legislature’s intent then, as it is now, was to 
protect from fraud persons who were being 
solicited for donations.

After the attorney general was given regulatory 
authority over charitable organizations in 1965, 
the department adopted a financial guideline used 
to determine whether charitable organizations 
have been eligible to be licensed to solicit funds 
from the public. The attorney general has 
required charitable organizations to spend at least 
70 percent of their budgets on services, a figure 
which both ensures that the public is getting its 
money’s worth and allows philanthropic agencies 
sufficient funds with which to operate. 

That 70 percent requirement, which the attorney 
general adopted to ensure efficiency in 
management, has stood the test of time: 
charitable organizations have been able to operate 
smoothly, and, indeed, have expanded programs 
to provide higher levels of service than they ever 
have before. Charities now are enriching more 
lives through additional research, undertaking 
more comprehensive efforts to help the mentally 
and physically handicapped, the less fortunate, 
and generally making this a better world in which 
to live. 

In 1975, the legislature enacted The Charitable 
Organizations and Solicitation ct. This 
legislation was an effort to control unscrupulous 
organizations posing as charities and to regulate 
fly-by-night professionals which often bilked the 


reputable charities for whom they were sup- 
posedly working. While charitable organizations 
previously had been required o obtain 
solicitations licenses, the 1975 law for the first time 
required professional fund-raisers to be licensed 
and bonded. 

Too many instances in which solicited funds 
were being either misused or were being 
outrightly stolen were giving philanthropy a 
tainted reputation; the public was growing 
mistrustful and less willing to give. 

For example, the Grand Haven Firefighters 
Association, which started a fund-raising cam- 
paign to raise money for widows and orphans was 
left holding an empty bag by an unscrupulous 
promoter who skipped town with $45,000 in 
solicited funds. 

The 1975 law, however, contains strict 
requirements regarding the filing of charitable 
organizations’ financial statements, which allows 
the attorney general to see where funds are going. 
In addition, the $10,000 bonding requirement for 
professional fund-raisers allows the public some 
recourse to recover money in the event of a rip-off. 
And the law provides that violators can be 
punished by a $500 fine and six months in jail, plus 
they can be prosecuted under criminal statutes. 

Compared to the laws in the more than 30 states 
which also regulate the activities of charitable 
organizations and professional fund-raisers, 
Michigan has one of the best because of its 
flexibility and the high quality of philanthropic 
services it promotes 

It is essential that government boost the 
practice of philanthropy, which is symbolic of the 
compassion and benevolence of man. We need 
more of it. But it also needs more from us. 

In addition, if philanthropy is to survive, it is 
highly important that managers of charitable 
organizations always bear in mind they have a 
sacred duty to perform, because they are not 
spending their own money, but that which is un- 
selfishly contributed by others.

Administration of the act in Michigan is not up to 
the standards one would expect in a program that 
has been estimated to cost Michigan employers 
$510 million. This is more understandable when 
one realizes that the 1976 budget for the 
Workmen’s Compensation Bureau was $2.5 million 
or about one-half of 1 percent of the estimated 
system cost. 

In a 1977 budget evaluation, the Department of 
Labor noted four areas where Bureau 
performance in administering the law was 
deficient: 1) the 34,000 case backlog and 400 day 
wait in the settlement of contested claims through 
hearings; 2) the insufficient data base precludes 
sound administrative and legislative policy 
decisions; 3) the inability of the Bureau to 
monitor functions related to workers’ 
compensation such as vocational rehabilitation 
and insurance; and 4) the inability of the Bureau 
to educate the public about rights and 
responsibilities under workers’ compensation. 

Focusing on the backlog problem, it should also 
be noted that there is an additional delay as many 
cases are appealed after the hearing decision is 
rendered 

The Appeal Board had about a 2100 case backlog 
in January, 1977, and it has taken from 12 to 18 
months to decide appeals once they are made. 
Such delays are basically unjust in that they affect 
the basic rights of both parties to due process and 
prompt resolution of a dispute. 

There are a number of reasons for the dramatic 
growth of the backlog at both levels in the last few 
years. 

The complexity of the law and lack of public 
information creates confusion as to rights and 
responsibilities which in turn results in increased 
Litigation. 

The tight economic situation in the last few 
years has encouraged people to pursue their 
rights, including a growing number of retirees 

There is more litigation involving only questions 
of liability between employers-funds. The 
consideration of medical examinations land 
testimony also consumes a great deal of tune 

Disputes generally are not settled without a 
formal hearing and decision because parties are 
hot brought together early enough and there is

very little opportunity for informal resolution. 

Finally, a large number (about 75 percent) of 
hearing decisions are appealed and much time at 
the hearing stage is spent establishing a record in 
anticipation of an appeal. 

In short, the major factor in the size of the 
backlog is the number of new disputed or appealed 
cases received at both levels. 

The National Commission addressed the 

resolution of administrative problems b 

recommending that Workers’ Compensation 
programs be funded via an assessment on 
insurance carriers and self-insurers. The 
revenues thus received would be used for all costs 
arising out of proper administration of the act. 

RETIREE COMPENSATION 

One of the most controversial issues Ih Workers’ 
Compensation in Michigan in recent years has 
been the question of retiree eligibility. The 
National Commission Report did not address this 
issue, because it is a problem limited to a few 
states 

Opponents of compensation payments to 
retirees point out that on the basis of estimates 
(again, no exact figures are known) the cost of 
retiree claims accounted for about one-fourth of 
the non-medical benefits paid in 1973. 

An expanding number of retiree claims, coupled 
with an existing backlog of adjudication, has made 
a bad situation worse, and led to an increase of 
w hat many feel is an abuse of the system 

Because of the delays, many workers (both 
retirees and non-retirees ) without financial 


resources find that they almost have to accept 
what is termed a "redemption” in compensation 
parlance, otherwise known as a compromise 
settlement, no matter how legitimate the original 
claim. 

The tragedy of these redemptions is twofold; 
they often go to workers with questionable claims, 
because employers and insurance carriers find 
that this is less expensive than going the whole 
route and possibly losing; secondly, workers with 
legitimate claims, troubled by a lack of financial 
resources, grab at a straw that seems substantial 
when expressed as a lump sum payment, but does 
not begin to meet their needs for future income 
support 

Their future medical expenses, even if due to an 
aggravated work-related injury, are not covered. 

The complexity of the retiree issue is enormous, 
and one that is quite basic to our modem, civilized 
iridustrial society 

Workers often argue, for example, that in most 
industrial plants, it is impossible to work a 
lifetime without developinc a job-related 
debilitating disease 

Employers, on the other hand, often argue that 
these diseases are the normal consequence of 
aging, and should not be compensable under the 
system, leaving open the question of how 
compensation should be handled 

Michigan’s traditional role as the purest of the 
"wage-loss” theory states leads employers to 
criticize payment of claims to retirees on the 
grounds that they have voluntarily left the labor 
market, and thus have no wages to lose 

Workers respond that merely meeting the 
contractual requirements for obtaining a pension 
from one employer does not mean they may not 
seek work 

Unfortunately, this is complicated by virtue of 
the subtle societal discriminations against older 
workers, and the very real difficulties 
encountered by a worker with a health problem in 
obtaining other employment 

This first part has dealt briefly with the major 
compensation issues in Michigan against a 
background of federal and state action In the 
second part, we will focus on the specifics of the 
current law and what they mean for business as 
well as workers and their families 
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Full-size car tax may meet 
with resistance from buyers 


A federal government proposal to 
put a special tax on full-sized cars to 
force motorists into smaller, more 
fuel-efficient new models could be 
met with stiff resistance on the 
showroom floor, according to a pair 
of recent surveys conducted by the 
Automobile Club of Michigan.

County joins battle 
over utility hikes 


For the second time in 
less than a month, the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has 
authorized its lawyers 
to intervene against 
public utility proposals 
before the Michigan 
Public Service 
Commission (MPSC). 

Acting on a 
recommendation of the 
Public Works 
Committee, the Board 
April 14 voted to allow 
its Office of Corporation 
Counsel to participate in 
public hearings, 
scheduled by the MPSC, 
to investigate the 
integration of utility 
construction costs in 
establishing rates 
charged to customers. 

The committee 
charged that this 
present factor in the 
ratemaking process is 
unjustified because it 
still is applied even 
when proposed facilities 
are not yet in use, and 
results in higher 
charges for gas, 
telephone and electric 
service. 


•‘Not only is the 
practice unwarranted, 
but it offends traditional 
ratemaking principles 
pertaining to regulated 
utilities and constitutes 
an undue burden on 
ratepayers which will 
further compound the 
serious economic plight 
of the Detrbit-Wayne 
County area,” the 
committee declared in 
its report. 

The board approved 
the intervention with 


only one vote in 
opposition, and asked 
that both direct and 
indirect constructions 
costs be examined for 
unfair application in the 
ratemaking process. 

Last month the board 
approved legal 
intervention against the 
Detroit Edison Co., 
which is seeking a 
steam rate increase that 
would affect several 
thousand homes and 
offices in Detroit.

Among the primary goals of the 
legislation, Congressman Ford said, 
are to guarantee reasonable 
electricity rates to consumers, to 
increase the efficiency of power 
generators and transmission lines, 
to establish regional planning for 
new facilities, and to provide for 
greater consumer representation in 
the regulation of electric power. 

Principal sponsor of the bill is 
Congressman John Dingell, who 
represents Congressman Ford’s 
neighboring 16th District of 
Michigan, and who is chairman of 
the House Subcommittee on Energy 
and Power. 

Congressman Ford noted that the 
subcommittee held lengthy hearings 
on similar legislation last year, and 
that the 1977 legislation represents 
the results of these hearings and 
other recent studies. 

“Electric power represents a key 
elements in our efforts to solve the 
nation’s energy problems during the 
rest of this century,’’ Congressman 
Ford said. “This legislation is 
designed to make certain that this 
great power potential is utilized with 
the maximum efficiency, with the 
lowest possible cost to the consumer, 
and with the wisest possible 
conservation safeguards/ 1 

“The bill stipulates that utilities 
base their rates on the actual co6t of 
production and prohibits companies 
from charging consumers for 
certain types of advertising. 

“The legislation also authorizes 
rate schedules based on time-of-day 
usage, in an effort to encourage both 
businesses and homeowners to use 
electric power during hours of non- 
peak demand," Congressman Ford 
noted. 

Another provision of the bill 
amends the Federal Power Act to 
put new restrictions on interlocking 
directorates of utility firms. 


a 1977 car preferred either a full- or 
intermediate-size vehicle, with 18- to 
29-year-olds most receptive to 
smaller cars. 

Small cars for saving fuel were 
viewed as tolerable, but 
undesirable, by half of the 
respondents. Sixty-two percent said 
they favored legislation which would 
allow continued production of 
Granada- and Vol are-class cars. 

Sixty-four percent of the 3,000 
respondents to the Motor News 
survey said the family automobile 
would remain its transportation 
choice, even if improved bus 
transportation was available. 

When asked what was the most- 
sought feature on a new car, fuel 
economy was rated most important. 
Other features desired, in order of 
preference, were safety, handling, 
ride, price, passenger space, 
maneuverability, acceleration, ease 
of passenger entry and exit and 
luggage capacity. 

Asked about fuel conservation, 78 
percent of the members responding 
said they were making an effort to 
conserve. Fifty-three percent said 
they drove less, and 76 percent said 
the 56-mile-an-hour speed limit had 
reduced their highway speeds. 

Fifty-four percent of respondents 
to the Motor News survey said they 
would like bus transportation 
improved, but 75 percent added they 
did not want additional taxes 
imposed on motorists to pay for it. 

Three of four said that if more 
money is needed to improve public 
transportation, they would prefer to 
let voters decide on the method to 
get it rather than allow legislators to 
decide. 

An annual transportation lottery 
was the most favored financing 
means for public transportation in 
both surveys. Of nine alternate 
financing methods presented, 
respondents rated an increased 
slate income tax and taxes on 
motorists the two least desirable. 

Both member surveys showed 
support for raising the legal 
drinking age as a driving safety 
measure. The Motor News survey 
showed that 86 percent want the 
drinking age raised. 'Hre Member 
Advisory Survey results showed 69 
percent favoring a minimum 
drinking age of 21. 

Of those planning vacation trips, 
71 percent of the Motor News survey 
respondents said they will travel by 
motor vehicle, 28 percent by plane, 3 
percent by train, 2 percent by boat 
and 1 percent by bus.

An Ordinance to amend Ordinance No. 5 - of the Township of Sumpter en- 
titled: 

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE HARBORING, 

OWNERSHIP AND RUNNING AT LARGE OF DOGi,, * ROVIDE FOR 
THE DESTRUCTION OF DOGS IN CERTAIN CASES; TO PROVIDE FOR 
AND PRESCRIBE THE MANNER OF THE ISSUANCE OF DOG 
LICENSES. TO ESTABLISH AND PROVIDE FOR THE AD- 
MINISTRATION AND MAINTENANCE OF A DOG POUND; TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE PAYMENT FROM THE GENERAL FUND OF THE TOWNSHIP 
CLAIMS ARISING FROM DAMAGES BY DOGS TO LIVESTOCK AND 
POULTRY; TO IMPOSE DUTIES UPON CERTAIN TOWNSHIP OF- 
FICERS AND EMPLOYEES; TO PROVIDE FOR AND PRESCRIBE THE 
MANNER OF THE ENFORCEMENT OF THIS ORDINANCE, AND TO 
PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF ANY OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of the Township of 
Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan: 

ARTICLE 1 That Article 1 of Ordinances - be amended to read as follows: 

All applications fora license or renewal thereof, made on or before March 
31st of each year shall be accompanied by a license fee of $3 .00 for each male 
or unsexed dog, and the sum of $5.00 for each female dog, provided however 
that all applications for renewals thereof made. after March 31st of each year 
shall be accompanied by a license fee of $6 00 for each male or unsexed dog 
and $10.00 for each female dog. 

Said license fee shall not be considered as any part of any fine or sentence 
imposed by Court for any violation of this Ordinance, but shall be the fee for 
cost of administration of this Ordinance 

ARTICLE II. That Article VII of the Ordinance entitled Kennel License, 
Fees, Tags be amended to read as follows: 

Whenever a dog kennel shall be lawfully established, the keeper or 
operator thereof, may in lieu of the individual license required under this 
Ordinance, supply to the Township Clerk, or such other Officer as the 
Township Clerk or Township Board shall from time to time designate as 
herein provided, for a kennel license entitling him to keep or operate such 
kennel. Such license shall be issued by the Township Clerk, or such other 
Officer as the Township Clerk or Township Board shall from time to time 
designate as herein provided, and shall entitle the licensee to keep any 
number of dogs, four (4) months old or over, not at any time exceeding 
twenty-five (25). The fee to be paid for each kennel license shall be Twenty 
($20.00) Dollars for ten (10) dogs or less, and Thirty (30.00) Dollars for 
eleven ( 11) to twenty-five (25) dogs. With each kennel license the Township 
Clerk or such other Officer as the Township Clerk or Township Board shall 
from time to time designate as herein provided, shall issue a number of 
metal tags equal to the number of dogs authorized to be kept in the kennel. 
All such tags shall have duly stamped or engraved thereon the serial number 
thereof and the words: “Kennel License, Township of Sumpter, Wayne 
County. Michigan", provided, however, that prior to the issuance of such 
license, approval shall be secured from the Township Board as to location, 
area and neighborhood of such kennel. 

• ARTICLE III This Ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by 
the Township Boara of the Township of Sumpter, County of Wayne, State of 
Michigan, ala regular meeting duly called and held on the 12th day of April, 
1977, and ordered to be given publication in the manner prescribed by law 

ARTICLE IV This Ordinance is hereby declared to be necessary for the 
preservation of the public health, safety, and welfare of the people of the 
Township of Sumpter and shall take effect ten (10) days after publication

The board on April 14 authorized 
an application to the U. S.

Preparing soil is first step 
in growing successful garden 


Preparing the soil is 
one of the first steps 
toward growing a 
successful garden, say 
horticulturists from 
Michigan State 
University's Wayne 
County Cooperative 
Extension Service. 

Begin by clearing 
away any cans, sticks, 
rocks, or other trash. 
Before cultivating the 
area, test the soil for 
wetness. Take a handful 
and squeeze If the soil 
falls out in pieces, it is 
dry enough to dig. If it 
stays in a mud ball, it's 
too wet. Try again 
another day. 

“When the soil is dry 
enough to work, turn it 
over with a shovel or 
rototiller to a depth of 8 
inches and break up any 
lumps This will let air 
and moisture pass 
through easily,” noted 
Paul Bridgewater, 
extension agent and 


coordinator of the 
“Growing Roots" 
gardening program, 
designed to teach 
limited income Detroit- 
ers how to grow, 
use and preserve their 
own vegetables. 

Next, work in organic 


material such as grass 
clippings, peat, leaves 
and wood chips. Also 

mix in fertilizer. Use 2 
lbs of 5-10-5 or 1 lh of 
10-20- 10 fertilizer per 100 
square feet of garden 
area. Rake until 
smooth. 


If you're also adding 
manure, figure 1 lb. per 
square foot and use half 
the recommended 
amount of fertilizer. If 
you’re adding peat, 
work in 1 to 2 inches into 
the top 8 inches of sofl. 

When adding compost 


and fertilizer spread 
half thetotal amount (2- 
inch layer) over the 
garden and turn over to 
a depth of 8 inches. Then 
spread the remainder 
and work into the soil 6 
to 8 inches deep Rake 
the soil until smooth and 
free of large stones.

VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP SPECIAL BOARD MEETING MINUTES, 
MARCH 31, 1977 

Meeting opened with Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. Supervisor Cullin 
called the meeting to order at 7:05 P.M. Members present were Supervisor 
Cullin, Clerk Craven, Treasurer York, Trustees Domen, and Thetford. 
Trustee Kelley arrived at 7:25 P.M. Trustee Maton, absent due to 
hospitalization. Also present were Att’y Witthoff, Engs. Levine & Wilhelmi 
and Sec’y Ryznar. Approximately 60 interested citizens attended. 

Joe DiDia, Community Developer, presented the results of the bid opening 
for the LPW Title I Project. He presented the architect’s recommendations 
and the deletions of the bid to fulfill the amount of grant money. Motion 
Thetford, support Domen, to award contracting bid to Hillyer Construction 
in the amount of $229,331.00 for the construction of a fire station, DPW ad- 
dition and the town hall addition; and Allied, Inc., for the automatic hoist for 
$4,231.00 under the Title I Public Works Grant. CARRIED. 

Super Cullin submitted a letter from the township to E. Mickels & Associates 
stating the opinion that zoning and a tax abatement plan could be favorably 
considered by the board, in regard to the Senior Citizen’s Lakewood Tower 
Project. 

Replacement of a police car, and a DPW pick-up were discussed. Motion 
Domen, support Thetford to purchase the 1977 Plymouth Fury Police Car for 
$4,530., and a 1977 Chevrolet Pickup for $4,040. through the State of Michigan 
Purchasing Department. CARRIED. 

Supervisor Cullin stated that the Ordinance of 11-23-76, creating an Offidal’s 
Compensation Commission was written, in error, under Public Act 175, 
instead of Public Act 176. Motion Craven, support York, to declare the or- 
dinance invalid as it applies to a charter township, and not a general 
township, as is the case of Van Buren Township. CARRIED. All actions in 
regard to the Ordinance were considered invalid. 

The meeting was opened to the audience. James Elias, stated he felt board 
meetings received little publicity ; that the “Pay Board” did not represent a 
cross-section of citizens. Supervisor Cullin stated that the salary deter- 
minations were announced at the public meeting of March 8, 1977, that the 
agenda and other information was available to the press prior to meeting; 
that the ordinance creating the commission was published as required by 
law in the local newspapers ; that requests were made of the public at board 
meetings for people to serve on the commission and that the Pay Board did 
represent a cross section of age groups, occupations, and citizens of Van 
Buren Township. 

Glenn Barker and Mr. Elias questioned the use of the township car. Trustee 
Domen stated that the township had authorized the use of the car in the past 
and was in great use for meetings, Lansing trips, outlying area business 
trips. He felt the use for minor personal use on the way to and from township 
functions was incidental. Harry Martin felt a township car was an honor and 
good advertisement for the township. 

Carl Johnson stated he felt officials were knowledgeable of the salary at the 
time of the elections and the amount of pay increases was out of order, and 
any further increases should be brought before the public. Trustee Kelly felt 
increases at the rate of the cost of living were in order. 

Peggy Ferline felt increases, but not as much as determined by the Pay 
Board, were in order. 

George Craven stated that as an active member of the Democratic Club for 
many years, it was difficult to find people who would serve for office with the 
reason stated as “they couldn’t afford the job." 

Georgia Gramlett stated that qualification and experience should deter 
mine salary increases. 

Sharon Boitke requested public information if consideration for salary in- 
creases are brought before the township board in the future. 

Newspaper coverage of meetings and opinions concerning information given 
to them regarding township business was discussed. Clerk Craven stated 
that the “Open Meetings Act” becomes effective April 1, 1977, and all 
meetings and notices must conform to law. Jack Johnson stated that most 
people in the area subscribed to the Belleville Enterprise and it should be 
used for public information. Several citizens voiced their disapproval of 
salary increases 

Harry Martin related his experience with the township concerning a 
problem with livestock and dogs, and felt it was handled properly. Mr. 
Elias stated he had a problem with his dog, and did not receive consideration 
from the township. 

Mrs. Gramlett asked how many positions Trustee Domen held for the 
township. He stated he served as Police Commissioner, and a member of the 
Recreation, Safety, and Labor Negotiating committees, and others in the 
past. Trustee Kelly stated each commission had a board member serve as a 
representative. 

Whitey Gauthier stated that his experience with using a company car proved 
to be less expensive than charging mileage on a personal car. Treasurer 
York stated that due to the increase of gas prices, she has eliminated using 
her personal car for bank runs, and has turned the job over to the township 
police car. 

Discussion regarding reading water meters, fire department procedures, 
cost of full time fire and police protection followed. Mrs. Kuszak questioned 
a fire she had witnessed. Fire Chief Memering stated that the township had 
the best equipment and trained personnel that money available could buy. 
Hank Adams stated that he witnessed a fire and complimented the fireman 
on how hard they worked in view of risking their lives, and was proud to live 
in the township 

Landon Garret stated, as president of Van Buren Estate Assoc., he has 
approached many people from his subdivision to serve on township com- 
missions, but has had no positive responses 

A citizen asked for assurance that if salaries are to come before the board, it 
would be fully publicized previous to the meeting. Supervisor Cullin stated 
that the press would be notified of that agenda 

Mr Barker asked if board meetings could be changed to conform with the 
township newspaper. Helen Patke felt rearranging the township routine for 
the paper was not necessary Mr. Elias asked if salary increases could be 
brought to a vote of the citizens.

Austin introduces measures 
to reform state election laws 


In endorsing in principle 
President Jimmy Carter’s new 
federal elections proposal as “The 
most far-reaching, voter-oriented 
federal legislation in history”, 
Michigan Secretary of State Richard 
H. Austin has outlined a package of 
measures which would further 
reform the state’s election laws. 

Austin, the state’s chief 
elections official, said the Carter 
election-day voter registration 
proposal, if extended to local as well 
as national elections, “will provide 
voting privileges to the latest 
number of persons in the nation’s 
history”. 

However, it is important to 
preserve present pre-election voter 
registration opportunities so it will 
not become necessary to register all 
voters on election day, Austin added. 
He also is pleased that President 


Carter has promised federal 
financing to reimburse local 
governments for election-day 
registration costs and for pre- 
election registration activities. 

Among the chief proposals in 
Austin’s legislative reform package 
for Michigan are: 

(1) Establishment of a Fair 
Campaign Practices Commission; 

(2) Provide for the preparation 
and distribution of a voter 
information pamphlet on each even- 
year primary or general election 
where there is a statewide ballot 
proposal;

Austin said passage of his

Romulus 
says no 
to SST 


Romulus Gty Council has hung a 
big “Not Wanted” sign on the 
grounds of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport when it comes to the huge 
new suoer sonic aircraft. 

Michael Berry, vicechairman of 
the Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC) which 
operates the airport, has announced 
a policy which would allow use of the 
airport by the largeSST aircraft, but 
the council is ready to take 
necessary court action to prevent 
that from being done. 

Council members feel the aircraft 
is excessively noisy and emits a far 
greater amount of fumes than any of 
the conventional airplanes. They 
said it their belief the SST would be 
hazardous to the health, safety and 
welfare of the citizens living in 
Romulus. 

And they have passed a resolution 
to that effect. Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry, supported by William 
Oakley, moved that the resolution be 
adopted. Council members Beverly 
McAnally, Joan Lee, Fred Block and 
Gerry Canejo voted yes and Robert 
Martin abstained. 

They notified the WCRC of their 
objections and alsosent copies of the 
resolution to President Jimmy 
Carter, U.S. Sens. Robert P. Griffin 
and Donald W. Riegle, 
Congressman William Ford, Gov. 
William Milliken, State Sen. William 
Faust, State Reps. Gary Owen and 
Edward Mahalak, Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners and all 
surrounding communities. 

They urged the strong support of 
neighboring cities and townships to 
join them in objecting to the use of 
the large new aircraft at Metro 
Airport. 


Despite our greater knowledge of 
good health care and more routine 
use of health professionals than our 
grandparents had, many of us are 
unaware of the services that our own 
local health departments offer, even 
though we pay for them and are 
helped by them. 

Michigan has 47 local public 
health departments, one for each 
county or district. TYiese health 
departments provide personal, 
preventive and environmental 
health programs. 

When you put a coin in a vending 
machine to buy a sandwich or go to 
your local quick service restaurant, 
when you drink a glass of water 
from your well or swim in a public 
pool, when you vacation at a swank 
Michigan resort or a rustic camp- 
ground. public health service has 
been there first, to check out safety 
and sanitation. “Public health” can 
mean free child immunizations, 
prenatal and infant care, and 
program for substance abuse. 

While Michigan state law man- 
dates these many services, the 
county has to find the funds to pay 
for them. For each public health 
dollar spent by our county, the state 
contributes only 6 cents. Several 
studies during the past few years 
have urged that a greater share of 
local public health care funds be 
paid by state funds. 

Part of the diffuclty is that 
Michigan has cornea long way from 
1873 when the Department of Public 
Health was established. Laws were 
passed as they were needed until a 
patchwork of hundreds of statutes 


was scattered throughout the books 
Today we have eight times as many 
people living in Michigan as we did 
100 years ago. and funding never has 
kept pace with increased services or 
population. 

In 1974 a Public Health Statute 
Revision Project — immediately 
nicknamed “PHSRP” — was 
established to collect the laws into 
one code and modernize them for 
present and future health needs. 

A committee of bipartisian 
legislators and a governor’s com- 
mission of 12 appointed citizens 
betan this enormous task. They 
represented all areas of Michigan, 
from Monroe County to the Upper 
Peninsula, from city tosmall town to 
farmland. It took 16 months of work 
to write the code. More than 100,000 
hours of volunteer and staff time 
was spent in a unique “open 
process” series of hearings at which 
anyone — consumer, health 
provider, or association— could give 
their views. 

The code doesn’t look like the 
latest best seller. It is more than 440 
pages of unexciting black type on 
white paper and it’s called House 
Bill No. 4070. But it has been praised 
as a “landmark bfll” not only 
because it was formulated in open 
process, but because it offers im- 
portant changes in Michigan ’9 
healthcare. These changes include a 
guarantee of basic health services, a 
fair cost-sharing systemof providing 
them, and a bigger voice for the 
health care consumer. You as a 
Michigan resident should be aware 
of them. 
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Project makes arsonists' 'work' more risky 


Arsonists in Michigan are finding 
their “work” more risky these days 
thanks to a program called Arson 
Control, funded by private industry 
and managed by the Michigan State 
Police. 

In a report issued by Capt. 
William Rucinski, commanding 
officer of the State Police Fire 
Marshall s Division, Arson Control, 
since its inception in late 1975, has 
accounted for some 66 tips, 11 
arrests and two tips that prevented 
fires. Property burned in these 
related cases was valued at more 
than $665,000. 

The Michigan Arson Committee, a 
group comprised of public and 
private sector officials, developed 
Arson Control to offer rewards of up 
to $1,000 for information leading to 
the arrest and-or conviction of ar- 
sonists. 


‘The purpose of the program is to 
encourage reports from anyone with 
information which could prevent an 
incendiary fire or aid in catching a 
person who sets one,” Rucinski said. 
‘The information may be given 
anonymously and the identity of the 
caller as well as information 
received is given full protection.” 

So far, the program has paid 11 
rewards ranging from $200 to $1,000 
for a total of nearly $6,000. The 
amount of an individual award is 
based on the degree of assistance 
provided, and is determined by a 
panel of specialists in arson crime 
cases. 

Arson Control is funded through a 
grant from the Michigan Association 
of Insurance Companies. 

Rucinski pointed out that personal 
involvement has been responsible 
for the success of the program 


‘‘This is a way a citizen can do 
something about the state’s fastest 
growing crime,” he said. “We have

Cawthome hails decisions 
favoring property taxpayer 


House Republican Leader Dennis 
0. Cawthome of Muskegon has 
hailed two recent attorney general’s 
opinions, he sought and received, as 
“good news for property 
taxpayers”. 

The first opinion upholds the 
constitutionality of a 1976 state law 
exempting certain home 
improvements from increased 
assessments. Hie second opinion 
appears to give assessors new 
latitude in dealing with farmland 
assessments. 

Of the home improvement opinion, 
Cawthome said: “This is the 
assurance which property owners 
need so they can go ahead and fix up 
and paint up this spring. Hiis should 
enable the law to function as 
intended— that is, to encourage 
owners to keep their properties 
attractive and in good repair.” 

Cawthome explained: “The 
Constitution gives the legislature 
power to define ‘true cash value’ as 
the basis for property valuations. In 
passing this act, the legislature 
decided that true cash value should 
not include up to $4,000 in normal 


repairs and maintenance. The 
problem arose when the State Tax 
Commission apparently decided on 
its own that this violates the 
constitutional requirement for 
uniform assessments. I would 
expect now that new orders would be 
issued to assessors to follow the 
law.” 

Of the farm assessment opinion, 
Cawthome said: “The opinion 
clearly states that income from 
farmland is a factor in determining 
valuation. This should be good news 
for farmers because farm income 
has been declining while farm 
assessments are rising.” 

“The attorney general has 
reached a conclusion similar to my 
interpretation and that is that sales 


prices alone cannot be used to set 
valuation,” Cawthome added. 
“Hopefully, this will encourage local 
assessors to put more emphasis on 
income. It should cause the State 
Tax Commission to pay more 
attention to the relationship 
between income and value.” 

Cawthome asked for the opinion 
last month because “the State Tax 
Commission seems to take the 
position that only salfes prices of 
comparable properties should be 
used in assessing farms.” The law 
says income is to be considered 
along with comparable sales, but 
Cawthome contended that, “even 
when local assessors do attempt to 
allow for income, the State Tax

Commission and county equalization 
departments override this in the 
equalization process.” 

The attorney general told 
Cawthome that “a knowledgeable 
assessor would consider not only the 
sales of farmland but also would be 
aware of the income earned on 
income-producing farms. In short, 
no single factor is controlling in the 
assessing of property. Proper 
assessment of taxable property 
requires consideration of all 
relevant elements and factors.” 

As proof that income has not been 
fairly considered, Cawthome cited 
sharply rising farm assessments in 
recent years on the face of declining 
farm income. Net cash farm income 
in Michigan declined 51 percent, 
from $429.5 million to $295.9 million, 
from 1973 to 1975, according to the 
Michigan Crop Reporting Service. 
Michigan Crop Reporting Service. 

Meanwhile, state equalized 
valuation of the state’s farmland 
increased 24 percent, from $2,966 
billion to $3,681 billion, over the 
same period. Statistics for 1976 are 
not available.

State law 'minds very much if you smoke'

It’s no longer “just” a matter of 
life and breath — it’s against the law 
to ignore the rights of nonsmokers. 

Four state laws that went into 
effect April 1, and a Nonsmoker s 
Bill of Rights adopted in 1974 by the 
National Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Health, are giving that 
silent majority of persons who do not 
smoke the right to object to “second- 
hand smoke.” 

Nonsmokers outnumber tobacco 
smokers by two to one in this 
country, and some statistics say 
three to one, according to the 
American Lung Association. But 
nonsmokers for years have been 
subjected to the pollutants and 
harmful chemical produced by 
burning tobacco. 

One of the primary laws recently 
enacted that will immediately affect 


most of us is the mandate that all 
restaurants with seating capacity 
for more than 50 patrons must have 
a designated nonsmoking section. 

The restaurants must post a sign 
at the entrance of the dining area 
indicating that the no smoking area 
is available. If a patron requests it, 
he must be seated in that clearly 
marked area. 

Another new law prohibits 
smoking in supermarkets, although 
the store may have a designated 
smoking area for employees and the 
public. The store must put a sign at 
each entrance stating that smoking 
is prohibited. 

the other two laws affect nursing 
homes and hospitals. Hospital staff 
must ask a patient, as he is 
admitted, if he prefers to be put in a 
nonsmoking room. 

Patients then may smoke only if 
they are in a room with other 
smokers. Visitors, too, are subiect to 


the rules, and connot smoke if they 
are in a nonsmoking room. 

In addition to these laws, there is a 
growing trend of voluntary smoking 
restrictions. Many doctor’s offices 
have no smoking sighs in waiting 
rooms. Meeting rooms of public 
bodies (city councils, school boards) 
often are declared off limits to 
smokers to accommodate non- 
smokers who must sit through 
meetings and share the air. 

Individual homeowners, too, are 
beginning to throw away their 
ashtrays, and insist that visiting 
friends wait until they go home to 
light up. 

The facts cited by the American 
Lung Association on the effects of 
“second-hand smoke” are startling. 

They point out that cigar, 
cigarette and pipe smokers fill the 
air with smoke in two ways. 

The most important for 
nonsmokers are the fumes called 


“sidestream” smoke, which goes 
directly into the air from the burning 
en<f while the cigarette is “idling”. 

Mainstream smoke is the smoke 
inhaled then exhaled by the smoker 

“The fascinating fact is that 
sidestream smoke — the smoke 
from the burning end — has higher 
concentrations of noxious 
compoinds than the mainstream 
smoke inhaled by the smoker,” the 
Lung Association poiits out. 

Their pamphlets cite studies 
indicating that sidestream smoke 
contains twice as much tar and 
nicotine as mainstream smoke, and 
five times as much carbon 
monoxide, which robs the blood of 
oxygen when inhaled. 

In industry, the maximum 
concentration of carbon monoxide in 
the air must not exceed 50 ppm 
(parts per million), a level that 
some environmentalists are trying 
to lower to 25 ppm. 


“Researchers have found that 
smoking seven cigarettes in one 
hour — even in a ventilated room — 
created carbon monoxide levels of 20 
ppm. In the seat next to the smoker, 
the level shot up to 90 ppm,” the 
Lung Association said 
“Smoking 10 cigarettes in an 
enclosed car also produced carbon 
monoxide levels up to 90 ppm 
Therefore the levels of the gas fill 
the bloodstream of the non-smoker 
in the room as well as the smoker. 

Persons can suffer eye irritation, 
nasal symptoms, headache, cough, 
sore throat and other effects from 
such exposure. Persons already ill 
with emphysema, bronchitis, lung or 
heart disease can be aggravated. 

As many nonsmokers have 
realized for years, tobacco odors 
cling to body and clothes. Research 
has shown that the human body 
attracts tobacco smoke. 

The nonsmokeers Bill of Rights 


states that: “Nonsmokers have the 
right to breathe clean air. free from 
harmful and irritating tobacco 
smoke This right supersedes the 
right to smoke when the two 
conflict.” 

Nonsmokers are becoming 
increasingly assertive in objecting 
to cigarettes smoked in their 
presence. 

Elizabeth Loosley, president of 
American Lung Association of 
Southeastern Michigan, stated: 
“These non-smoking laws 
emphasize that non-smokers do 
have rights, and the habit of 
smoking is fast becoming a 
privilege. 

“It’s no" longer just a matter of life 
and breath, it’s the law. 

“We’re not trying to legislate 
morality. We’re not trying to 
legislate personal habits. We’re just 
trying to protect the health of the 
public.”

Facilities now open at the park 
included fishing and boating on 
Stony Creek Lake, playfields, picnic 
areas, nature trails and the nature 
study center. 

Pike, small-mouth bass, perch, 
bluegills ajid crappies inhabit the 
lake. The facility’s large boat 
launching ramp can accommodate 
up to 10 launchings simultaneously. 

Park hours are 8 a m. to7:30 p.m. 
daily, and beer, wine or ether 
alcoholic beverages are prohibited 
at the site through June 11 . For 
further information contact the park 
at 781-4242 (Washington). 

One of Southeastern Michigan’s 
most popular playgrounds, 
Kensington Metropark, occupies 
4,350 acres near Milford. Currently 
open at the park are such facilities 
as fishing and boating on the 1 , 200 - 
acre Kent Lake, playfields, picnic 
areas, 18-hole golf course, nature 
trails and nature center plus miles of 
roadways for scenic drives. 

Pike, small-mouth bass, perch 
bluegills and crappies inhabit Kent 
Lake, popular with fishermen, and 
two boat ramps provide access to 
the lake. 

Canoeing is popular along the 
Huron River and through Kent Lake, 
however, the park does not rent 
canoes. 

Park hours are 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. t 
and beer, wine and other alchoholic 
beverages are prohibited from the 
“Playfield” and “Possum Hollow” 
picnic areas and at the beach sites.

Three are three metroparks —

Although a part of the hustle 
and bustle that surrounds Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, The 
Squire’s Hearth has captured its 
own corner of peace and quiet. 

With an English Tudor-style 
decor in subdued shades of red 
with dark wood accents, The 
Hearth has been a part of the 
airport scene since the opening of 
its companion facility, the 
Ramada Inn, six years ago. The 
inn is located on Merriman Road 
near 1-94. 

The restaurant has a quiet, 
leisurely aura, where diners are 
not rushed to order, eat and 
leave. Combined with excellent 
service and delicious food, The 
Hearth is a must for a special 
evening out. 

Karen, our waitress and a 2- 
year employee of The Hearth, 
started us off with an appetizer of 
mushroom caps stuffed with 
seafood and served continental 
style with a cream sauce and on a 
strip of Canadian-style bacon 
($2.96). 

I nibbled my way through the 
four plump tidbits, while 
pondering the dinner menu, 
which included such entrees as 
dinners for two of Chateubriand 
Bouquetiere ($18.50) and 
Tenderloin of Beef Wellington 
($19.50), classics like prime rib of 
beef au jus ($7.95) and chicken a 
la Kiev ($6.50), steaks and 
seafoods like Crab and Scallop 
Dauphine ($7.50), Alaskan King 
Crab legs ($7.95) and Stuffed 
Flounder ($696). 

I settled tor Shrimps a la 
Provencal ($6.96), while my 
husband opted for his favorite, 
New York Strip Steak ($8.50). On 
the side, we both selected salads 
with Italian dressing and 
compromised on Rose wine with 
dinner. 

The salads were large, made 
up of fresh, crisp lettuce, tomato 
and something rarely found in 
such commercial vegetable 
plates, cucumbers. The dressing 
was made with a red wine 
vinegar and had a slightly tangy 
taste.

We found we were in for a treat 
when dinner arrived. Billed as 
traditionally a man’s favorite 
and for a hearty eater, the steak 


was just that. Broiled so the meat 
was pink inside, and tender and 
juicy and served with mushroom 
cape, it was a mouth-watering 
delimit. 

The shrimp dish was just as 
tempting. Five large shrimp, 
sauteed with garlic, lemon, white 
wine, mushrooms and fresh 
tomatoes, were served nestled 
between a hefty portion of rice 
pilaf. Mildly flavored, I found not 
only the shrimp, but the 
vegetable mixture fantastic, if 
notaddictive. The pilaf was some 
of the best I’ve eaver eaten. 

I topped the meal off with a 
piece of cheese cake (95 cents) 
and several cups of good coffee. 


But eating isn’t the only 
commodity that The Hearth has. 
For late evening diners, musical 
entertainment starts at about 
8:30 p.m., with big name acts like 
The Crystals, well known in the 
1960s, performing at 10 p.m. The 
later group completed their 


appearances at The Hearth last 
week. 

According to Ramada Inn 
Manager Gene Conover, The 
Hearth also has its own version of 
“TheGong Show”, with auditions 
on Monday evenings, and the 
actual show on Sunday evenings. 
Although no prizes will be 
awarded, participants will be 
given certificates for taking part 
in the amateur entertainment 
program. The Hearth’s Gong 
Show will conclude in late May. 


Another aspect of the Hearth I 
found interesting was the 
training program for its staff. 
According to Conover, the 
personnel monthly takes 
refresher instruction to keep 
service at its best. And it was as 
reflected in the efforts of our 
waitress, Karen. 

So if you’re thinking of a 
different sort of evening out, 
consider The Squire’s Hearth, 
you’ll find it a real treat.

Some of the dramatic 
advances that 
chemistry has made 
possible are in the field 
of health. The develop- 
ment _ of materials 
that the human bocfy 
does not reject has 
made possible the 
replacement of heart 
valves and hip joints 
with artificial 
materials. Examples of 
these devices which 
allow tens of thousands 


of Americans to lead 
normal lives are 
included in the exhibit. 

Supplementing the i 
main exhibit is a display 
which illustrates the 
history of chemistry in 
Detroit and its current 
role in the areas’ 
economy. Early in 
Detroit’s chemical 
industry the production 
of brandy by French 
was a colorful if not 
important chemical 
process. As the city 

grew the fertilizer from 
Bison bones shipped 
from the West by the 
train lead was 


important industry. 

By the late 1800s 
Parke Davis was a 
major Detroit company, 
producing quality drugs 
for an international 
market.

Our dean of 

baseball retires

There are no great roars for the high school baseball coach. 

Or many applauses — win or lose. 

There are just innumerable memories. Ask Vitold Kaminskis, 
who for nearly three decades coached varsity baseball squads at 
Belleville High School. 

The 57-year-old Kaminskis resigned prior to the 1977 season and 
two of his former players — Dan Fisher and Tom Fielder — have 
been named as varsity and junior varsity coaches, respectively. 

When the then 30-year-old Kaminskis walked on to the diamond 
at Belleville in that year of 1949 after serving in the Air Force as a 
navigator who flew “The Hump” — Burma, India and China — 
during the World War, Harry S. Truman was still president of the 
United States. 

And television was in its infancy, showing viewers healthy, 
wholesome family programs while Jackie Robinson, the first black 
to make it in the Major Leagues, led the Brooklyn Dodgers to the 
National League pennant and earned the league’s MVP award. 

People were still going to the movies and one of them, “All the 
King’s Men”, starring Broderick Crawford, was selected as the top 
movie of the year. 

“It was a different time, almost a different place,” reminisced 
Kaminskis. “It’s no secret that baseball isn’t as big as football or 
basketball in high school, but baseball had its unique place and the 
kids who came out for the sport respected what you attempted to 
do." 

Was Kaminskis insinuating that today’s prep athlete didn’t 
respect the coach? 

“It’s a different type of situation now,” Kaminskis continued. 
“Kids rarely worked during the late forties and early fifties and 
only a handful had their own cars. 

“Not it seems that all the kids want to work and get cars and 
that’s not really conducive for sports.” 

There are also more “ego confrontations” in the schoolyard ball 
fields, and that also leads to a break-down in discipline. The “drug 
scene” — exaggerated or not — also creates problems. 

“I’m happy to say that most of the kids who came out to play 
baseball were serious-minded youngsters who knew that they had 
to sacrifice to be where they were,” Kaminskis. 

“I’ve always tried to use the sport as a vehicle to instill positive 
attitudes in the players and teach them how to work and function as 
a team,” Kaminskis added. “The won-lost record doesn’t mean 
much if you produce a semi-illiterate athlete. 

“An athlete is an athlete only part-time — he is a man the rest of 
his life.” 

Vit said he was never what they would call an outstanding ball 
player. He earned a varsity stripe in baseball and basketball in the 
late thirties at Melvindale High School and the Second World War 
interrupted his and millions of other lives and careers. After ser- 
ving with the 20th Air Force in the Pacific, he returned to Michigan 
after the war and attended Eastern Michigan University. 

Vit married his high school sweetheart, Margie, and the 
marriage produced two sons: Roger, who is a captain in the Army 
stationed at Ford Carson, Colorado and Richard, who, after a stint 
with the Armed Services, decided to stay in Alaska to work on the 
oil line in Anchorage. 

Both of his sons played for Kaminskis’ teams at Belleville High. 
In fact, Rick was an All-Area candidate back in 1967. 

Asked if he could name an ‘all-time’ team from the past 27 years, 
Kaminskis replied: “It’s really difficult. ..we had so many good 
players.” 

But Vit gave it a try, and it went like this: pitchers — Bill Ray 
(1967) and A1 Bara ( 1962) ; first baseman, Jerry Linderman (1958), 
second baseman Jim Backman (1959) and Rick Kaminskis (1967), 
shortstop Charlie Cabana (1963) and Ed Campbell (1959), third 
base Bill Osborne (1958) 

For the outfielder, Kaminskis selected Ron Hunter (1952), Bruce 
Bara ( 1968) , Bob Sharp ( 1960) Vem Gowen ( 1967) and John Duzan 
(1955) while behind the plate, three-time All-Area catcher Mike 
Dansard (1973), Frank Nunley (1963) and Gary Gentile (1968) were 
the selections. 

Baseball just isn’t going to be the same in these parts without the 
soft-spoken Kaminskis.

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Your cooling system can make it hot for you 


The car owner who 
neglects his cooling system 
is more vulnerable than 
ever to car trouble. 

This statement from Car 
Care Council is based on a 
study by a major 
manufacturer of car 
coolants involving about 
1,200 cars. The results 
showed more than a third 
of the three-year-old 
models checked had 
products of corrosion in 
their coolants. 

The percentages were: 
One year old: 22 percent; 
two years old; 32 percent; 
three years old: 36 percent. 
None of the cars checked 
was an ‘‘old” car. 

The same survey showed 
that, on average, nearly 
half the cars checked 
needed some kind of 
cooling-system service: 


One year old: 35 percent; 
two years old : 49 percent ; 
three years old : 53 percent. 
What has been happening 
is a fairly simple story: the 
need for smaller more 
efficient cars has imposed 
a need for smaller engines. 

To achieve performance 
comparable with that 
offered by the “standard” 
car of the past, designers 
have had to make today’s 
engines work harder. And 
when an engine works 
harder, it generates more 
heat. 

About a third of the heat 
produced by today’s 
internal-combustion engine 
must be taken away from 
the engine block and 
transferred safely to the 
outer air. ..this is the 
function of the cooling 
system. 


Since engines work more 
efficiently and give more 
miles per gallon at higher 
rather than lower 
temperatures, designers 
have resorted to 
pressurized systems in 
which the radiator cap 
plays a major role. So, too, 
does the kind of coolant 
used to transfer heat from 
the engine to the radiator 
where it can be passed to 
the surrounding air. 

A coolant with ethylene 
glycol as its base not only 
protects the engine a gainst 
freezing but against 
boiling, too. In fact, what 
for years has been called 
“anti-freeze” now has to be 
an anti surge, anti-foam, 
anti-steam, anti-corrosion, 
anti-boil “anti-freeze.” 

If a 50-50 mixture of 
water and a reliable brand 


of coolant is used in a 
system pressurized to 
about 15 pounds per square 
inch, the boiling point is 
raised to about 265 percent 
F (about 129 degrees C) 
and the freezing is lowered 
to about - 34 degrees F 
(about - 36 C). 

Car Care Council points 
out that the old idea of a 
“permanent” coolant is 
obsolete. Certainly, a high 
quality coolant mixed with 
water in that 50-50 ratio will 
continue to provide 
protection against freezing 
year after year. However, 
the higher engine 
temperatures of the 
modem car will break 
down the corrosion 
inhibitors in the coolant 
much more quickly than in 
past years. 

Consequently, the

AAA demonstrates 

driving 


An economy driving 
demonstration conducted 
by Automobile Club of 
Michijgan shows that 
motorists can stem what 
could be a record -set ting 
gas consumption year by 
using conservative driving 
techniques and practicing 
good maintenance. 

To help combat an 
alarming rise in gas 
consumption. Auto Club 
conducted a test with two 
identical cars that showed 
conservative versus 
jackrabbit driving can 
result in a 60 per cent 
increase in miles per gallon 


of gas. 

The cars, 1977 Chevrolet 
Caprice Classics equipped 
with one-gallon test 
beakers, were driven over 
a 10-mile long freeway and 
city street course in the 
Detroit area. 

One car was driven with 
jackrabbit techniques 
while the other, which 
started the course at the 
same time, was driven 
conservatively The test 
was supervised for Auto 
Club by Detroit Testing 
Laboratory. 

The poorly driven car 
finished the course only 25 


seconds ahead and 
obtained 10.04 miles per 
gallon while the other 
vehicle obtained 16.3 miles 
per gallon. Over a 10,000- 
mile year, Auto Club 
projects that the good 
driver would save S222 in 
fuel costs compared with 
the bad driver. 

Auto Gub states that 
significant fuel savings 
only can be made by 
reducing near-home travel. 

Two persons car pooling 
to work daily would save 25 
per cent on the fuel used

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Faulty car brakes usually 
send warning signals 


Unlike a tire that 
suddently goes flat without 
a warning, your car’s 
brake system often gives 
you ample notice that 
danger is imminent. 
Learning how to recognize 
those warning signals may 
give you time to correct the 
situation before a crisis 
occurs. 

The action of your brake 
pedal is a good barometer 
of brake condition. A low 


brake pedal indicates need 
for fluid in the master 
cylinder or a brake 
adjustment. 

A spongy action in the 
pedal could signify air in 
the lines, deteriorating 
hose or worn rubber parts 
in the master cylinder. 

Fading brake pedal 
action could mean badly 
worn or glazed lining or 
contaminated brake fluid. 
If extreme pressure is 


needed to stop, a sticky 
piston in the wheel cylinder 
or master cylinder, 
pinched brake hoses of 
lines may be suspected. 

Noisy brakes are 
indications of possible poor 
brake-shoe-to-drum con- 
tact, weak or broken brake 
springs.

Filters a must today for 
both coffee and cars

unfiltered cigarette or 
drinking unfiltered coffee 
realize the benefits these 
filters can offer.

importance of the filters 
that help protect cars from 
premature wear and poor

AIR FILTER -The role 
of the air filter is to keep 
abrasive dust and dirt out 


of the carburetor. When 
clogged with dirt or 
punctured, the result may 
be rough idle, poor gas 
mileage and producing 
excessive pollutants. Air 
filter should generally be 
changed as part of a tuneup 
every 10,000 miles. 

OIL FILTERS— prevent 
sludge, metal particles and 
other contaminants from 
reaching critical engine 
parts. It is generally 
recommended that oil 
filters be replaced with 
every oil change 

GAS FILTERS - These 
keep water and foreign 
particles from reaching the 
fuel system. They usually 
require replacement at 
12.000 miles.

More 
than 5,500 cars in 32 major 
cities from coast to coast 
have already been checked 
by engineers. 

Primary purpose of the 
tests was to determine how 
maintenance or lack of 
same affects fuel economy 
and emissions. Visual and 
electronic checks were 
made on components such 
as spark plugs, contact 


points,, condensers, 
secondary wiring, 
distributor caps, rotors, 
carburetors and PCV 
valves. Vacuum and 
mechanical advance also 
were inspected as basic 
timing voltage available 
and voltage required. 

Three out of every four 
cars checked needed 
service for one or more of 
the above-stated items. 

In addition to ignition, 
fuel, and engine related 
items, engineers examined 
condition of batteries, 
tires, belts, air filters, 
radiator hoses and oil 
levels. 

Odds on needing service 
and-or replacement on 
these items are: 

AIR FILTER — 1 to 2. 
Over 35 percent of all air 


filters examined were 
dirty 

OIL — 1 to 2. Almost one 
car out of three was at least 
one quart low on oil. 

BATTERY — 1 to 5. Over 
20 percent of all batteries 
checked needed attention 
such as dirty or corroded 
cables or terminals. 

TIRES — 1 to 6. More 
than 14 percent of all cars 
checked had tires worn or 
otherwise damaged to 
apoint where replacement 
was indicated. 

HOSES — 1 to 9. Over 10 
percent of the radiator 
hoses checked were due for 
replacement 

EXHAUST SYSTEM — 1 
to 11. More than eight cars 
in every 100 showed 
noticeable deterioration of 
their exhaust systems.

weekly by each person. Car 
pooling for other near- 
home travel, such as 
shopping, would save even 
more fuel. 

Six steps to save fuel 
without cutting down on 
travel are suggested by 
Auto Club: 

1. Drive at moderate 
speeds. Most cars get about 
21 per cent more miles per 
gallon on the highway at 55 
miles per hour than they do 
at 70 m.p.h. 

2. Accelerate smoothly — 
save engines, tires and 
gasoline. 


3. Drive at a steady pace 
— avoid stop-and-go 
traffic. 

4. Minimize braking — 
anticipate speed changes. 
Release the accelerator as 
soon as a red light is visible 
ahead. 

5. Don’t weave in and out 
of traffic lanes. 

6. Do not let the motor 
idle for more than a minute 
if temporarily stopped at a 
curb. Turnoff the engine. It 
takes less gas to restart 
than to ide the engine more 
than a minute. 

While both cars used in 
these tests were in similar 


mechanical condition, a 
numberof studies indicates 
that maintenance is an 
important factor in fuel 
economy. For example, a 
previous AAA study 
reports a tune-up can 
result in an immediate nine 
to 15 per cent increase in 
gasoline mileage. 

“Once you’ve had your 
car tuned, don’t forget 
about it,” AAA advises. 
Attention to proper tire 
pressure, radiator 
temperature and brake 
adjustment also helps save 
gasoline, AAA comments.

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Federal safety systems fully explained 


Much of the safety 
equipment on your car was 
mandated by the Federal 
Government but it’s up to 
you, the motorist, to make 
sure the devices continue to 
do their job. 

Except for some exertion 
in fastening lap and 
shoulder belts, the safety 
features require little 
effort on your part. 
However, that doesn’t 
mean that regular 
maintenance or inspection 
should be ignored. 

The Automative 
Information Council 
consulted one of the auto 
industry’s pioneers in the 
vehicle safety area for his 
recommendations He is 
Roy Haeusler, who even 
has earned the plaudits of 
the industry’s severest 
critics. Haeusler, who 
retired as a safety 
engineer, was wearing 
belts long before they 
become the law of the 
highway and always wears 
a safety helmet. 

Seat and shoulder belts 
are one area you don’t have 
to be concerned about. 

"The belts on your car 
are good for the life of the 
car,” Haeusler says. The 
webbing has been 
subjected to prolonged 
periods of artificial 
radiation to determine how 
they resist brilliant 
sunlight. The belts 
withstood all tests.” 


In the past year, seat 
belts used in the 
southwestern part of the 
country for many years 
were removed for 
inspection. They passed 
federal standards by a 
wide margin. 

It’s still a good idea to 
check the belt retractors, 
according to Haeusler. He 
cautions: 

“You can’t check 
shoulder belts on newer 
cars by tugging at them. 
You have to slam the 
brakes and that should lock 
the belt. A speed of 15 to 20 
miles an hour would be 
enough for the test— but be 
sure nobody is driving in 
back of you.” 

He warned that seat belts 
with retractors should be 
examined to determine 
whether additional 
webbing can be pulled 
while the belt is being 
worn. 

Some other safety device 
tips: 

Steering column 

Energy absorbing 
steering column: Even the 
slightest vertical 
movement in the column 
calls for a service check. 
Two small, hidden capsules 
hold the column rigid, but 
give way in the event of a 
crash. 

Lights 

Lights: It’s a simple 
matter to see if they all 
glow but an owner 


frequently misses the 
flasher system that warns 
other traffic when a car is 
stalled. The flasher should 
be blinking half the time as 
opposed to an inconsistent 
pattern. This is especially 
important in daylight so 
the flasher can be seen. 
Inconsistency means the 
flasher is approaching its 
last blink. 

Head rest 

Head rest: Haeusler 
concedes this device has 
generated controversy 
over its merits but he 
favors it and urges front 
seat passengers to raise the 
head rest to the proper 
height. If the heat rest 
should come down when 
the car is driven over a 
bump or a railroad track, it 
obviously needs tightening. 

Doors 

Door latches: Their job is 
to keep the passengers 
from being thrown from 
the car in the event of a 
collision. Statistics prove 
the chances for survival 
are greater if the 
passenger remains in the 
car. Latches should keep 
the door closed even when 
the lock button is “up.” 
Some latches, in time, 
become “hair* triggered” 
and even a slight bump 
against the door or the door 
handle can cause the door 
to fly open. The handle or 
lever should move at least 
a quarter of an inch before 


it releases the latch and 
opens the door. 

Door locks: The lock 
buttons can become faulty 
and there may be times 
when you think the door is 
locked, but it isn’t. This is 
particularly true of power 
door locks. Occasionally, 
check the doors on the 
outside to make certain 
they lock properly. 

Seats 

Seat latches: There are 
safety standards on seat 
strength but the latching 
mechanism should keep 
them firmly in place — 
enough to hold fast in a 30- 
mile-an-hour crash 
Obviously, it can’t be 


tested too easily If you can 
move the seat by applying 
body pressure, it isn’t 
latching and is dangerous if 
the car is moving. 

Parking brake 

Parking brake: Owners 
of cars with manual 
transmissions use this 
equipment, especially 
when parking on a slope It 
can become “hair- 
triggered” in time and 
release when a passing car 
causes the parking vehicle 
to sway. Releasing the 
brake should require a firm 
effort. 

Safety checks on tires, 
foot brakes, steering, etc., 
have been necessary since 


the first single-cylinder 
runabout made its 
American debut before the 
turn of this century. 

Today, we have dual 
braking systems on all 
cars. If one system goes, 
you still have sufficient 
braking to bring your car to 
a halt 

Haeusler advises 
periodic check of the brake 
fluid level. 

Finally, the safety expert 
notes the growing 
popularity of sun roofs and 
warns owners to make sure 
the roof is properly latched 
— especially if you don’t 
wear seat belts.

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Winter-ravaged auto

The car that weathered 
the big winter storms of ‘77 
deserves a spring clean-ip 
and some cosmetic 
pampering to help 
preserve its beautiful body 
and interior. 

To guide owners with an 
automotive beauty 
treatment in mind, here 
are 13 tips, starting with 
the interior : 

1. Most car upholstery 
fabrics are treated with 
soil-resistant finishes that 
make dirt sit on the 


surface. Prevent loose dirt 
from working into the 
fabric by frequently 
vacuuming. Or keep a 
whisk broom in the glove 
compartment and brush 
frequently, unless fabric 
has raised tapestry threads 
that brushing could 
damage. 

2. To clean the new 
velours and other fabric 
upholstery or auto 
carpeting, vacuum loose 
dirt and treat stains. Then 
use foam cleaner or a mild 


detergent or soap Apply 
suds first to an 
inconspicuous area to be 
certain it won’t damage 
color or finish. Rub 
sparingly with a sponge 
into small area at a time. 
Wipe off excess suds and 
moisture, first with a damp 
doth, then a clean, dry 
cloth. 

3. Clean vinyl or leather 
upholstery with suds from 
a bar of mild, nonalkaline

Belts and hoses need 
your attention 


Neglected belts and hose 
can cause a lot of trouble if 
they are allowed to 
deteriorate. A loose V-Belt 
can cause your engine to 
overheat, your battery to 
run down and accessories 
such as air conditioning 
and power steering to 
malfunction. 

A burst or leaking 
coolant hose will cause the 
loss of expensive coolant or 
possibledestructionof your 
engine due to overheating. 

The Gates Rubber 
Company offers the 
following checklist for 
checking belts and hose: 

Most belts look fine on 
the top even when they are 
in terrible condition. So 
when you check your car’s 
V-Belts, make sure you 
look at the belt sides and 
bottom Here’s what to look 


for: 

1. Cracks on the 
underside of the belt can 
enlarge as the belt flexes. 
Cracked belts can break 
without warning. 

2. Glazed belt sidewalls 
may slip and fail to grip the 
pulley properly. This can 
cause a discharged 
battery, engine 
overheating and 
premature belt failure. 

3. A grease- or oil- 
softened belt with slick 
sides increases wear and 
slippage. 

4. A belt that is frayed or 
peeling at bottom comers 
can cause rough running. 
The belt may break or flip 
off without warning. 

5. Split belt — the top 
may look good but the 
under sections of the belt 
have separated The belt 


may soon fail. 

While you are checking 
the condition of your belts, 
make sure they are 
correctly tensioned. A 
loose belt will cause 
slipping and slippage 
causes key components — 
fans, alternator, water 
pump, etc. — to slow down 
thereby affecting their 
performance. Checking 
belt tension is relatively 
easy. As a “rule of thumb’’, 
tension is considered 
sufficient if the belt cannot 
be pushed down ( deflected ) 
more than about V 4 ” with 
your thumb placed on the 
belt midway between the 
pulleys.

5. Don’t weave in and out of traffic lanes. 

6. Do not let the motor idle for more than a minute 
if temporuril> flopped ut a curb. Turn off the engine.

If you prefer your snap, 
crackle and pop with 
breakfast cereal rather 
than your CB radio 
receiver, then listen to this 
advice. The condition of 
your car can affect the 
quality of CB receptioa 

According to David L 
Walker, Champion Spark 
Plug Company technical 
services director, the type 
of interference you hear on 
the receiver gives a clue to 
its source by its 
characteristic sound.

(RFI) noises.

A popping sound which 
increases in tempo with 
higher engine speeds and 
stops instantly when the 


ignition key is shut off at 
fast idle originates from 
the ignition system.

High pitched, musical 
whine that increases in 
frequency with higher 
engine speeds and does not 
stop instantly when the 
ignition key is slut off at 
fast idle has as its source 
the generator or 
alternator. 

+ + + 

A ragged, rasping sound 
that occurs at an irregular 
rate, usually heard in 
conjunction with the 
generator or alternator 
whine, is caused by the 
vibrator type voltage 
regulator. It does not stop 
instantly when the ignition 
is turned off at fast idle. 


Hissing, crackling or 
clicking sounds that occur 
irregularly and are usually 
worse on rough roads 
usually stem from dash 
board instruments such as 
fuel gauges. 

+ + + 

An irregular popping or 
rushing sound occurring 
only in dry weather when 
driving at high speeds 
originates from the wheels 
or tires. The sound 
disappears when the 
brakes are lightly applied.

To eliminate these RFI 
signals, a variety of 
suppressors are available. 
Also, good care of the 
components involved could 
eliminate the unwanted 
noise.

soap or special leather or 
vinyl cleaner. (Some vinyl 
upholstery cleaners also 
clean vinyl tops). 

4. To remove water- 
based stains (ketchup, 
milk, ice cream, coffee, 
some candies), use dull- 
edged knife to remove as 
much substance as 
possible. Wipe with a cloth 
dampened with warm 
water. If stain persists, rub 
lightly with cloth wet with 
cleaning fluid 

5. Scrape oil-based stains 
(butter, mayonnaise, 
grease, lipstick) with a dull 
knife. Use solvent-type spot 
cleaner. Start outside and 
work to center to avoid 
leaving ring. Blot up excess 
and loosened oils with 
clean white paper towel. 

6. Chewing gum or tar 
should be hardened by 
chilling with a cube of ice. 
Then proceed as for oil- 
based stains (see tip No. 5 
above) . 

6. White stains left on 
carpeting by salty snow 
and slush can be removed 
by vacuuming, then careful 
work with a stiff bristle 
wire brush. For stubborn

stains, apply a solution 
made with one cup of table 
salt to a quart of water. 
Wash off with foam-type 
upholstery cleaner 

8. Vinegar cuts the film 
on inside and outside glass.

9. Mud and corroding 
road salts can be removed 
from unseen spots at a do- 
it-yourself car wash. Aim 


the warm, pressurized 
soap spray from the hose 
underneath the car, 
particularly at fender 
wells, rocker panels and 
inside surfaces of bumpers. 

10. The liquid soap that 
relieves dishpan hands (not 
strong dishwashing 
machine soaps) helps the 
do-it-yourself car washer 
by preventing water spots. 

11. Don’t wash the car in 
the sun or when paint is 
hot. After soaping and 
rinsing, don’t wipe with a 
dry cloth. It can scratch the 
paint surface. Use a damp 
towel or squeezed-out 
chamois. 

12. To restore showroom 
shine to an older car, use a 
cleaning paste or liquid 
specifically recommended 
for deeply inbedded grime. 
Thai apply polish. A one- 
step cleaner and polish will 
do for a newer car with 
only a mild coat of road 
film. 

13. A daub of wax over a 
small break in paint stalls 
spread of rust. Better yet, 
treat with a touch-up paint 
coded to your car’s color. 
Put a minimal amount of 
paint on the touch-up brush 
and stroke lightly.

things in the tuneup that 
could give the same signs.

inspected (and replaced, 
when necessary), and the 
carburetor, choke and 
ignition timing adjusted 
"I’d say there is 
probably somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 50 or 60 
percent of the cars on the 
road today need 
maintenance work on 
them, and almost all of it 
would be right in the 
tuneup area,” explained 
Birdsong, who added that 
the motorists are only 
hurting themselves by not 
getting the proper 
maintenance. 

Why the need 
“You just don’t have the 
power in today’s cars Ike 
you once had,” Birdsong 
added “The octane on ^s 
has been lowered, engine 
compression has been cut 
way back, rear ends are 
geared higher for better 
mileage, and it all means 
you need to keep a car 
really right to keep it 
running right ” 

In addition to running 
smoothness, accelaraticn 
and consistency, failure to 
have proper tune-ups can 
have drastic effects on 
pollution and gas mileage. 
Any misfiring in the 
ignition system (due to 
wear or carbon buildup)

comfortable chairs, or just 
chatwithMrs. Butler about 
her many office plants and 
flowers. 

“This is where I do my 
thing,” Mrs. Butler says as 
she points to a “Sidewalk 
Superintendents Welcome” 
sign on the office wall. “I 
try to make our customers 
feel at home, answer their 
questions as best I can and 
explain what we’ re doing to 
their car.” 

She admits her 
mechanical knowledge is 
limited, but talks with 
pride about her chief 
mechanic, David Chun, 
“who is on a first-name 
basis with everything 
under the hood.” 

“I call David my resident 
genius,” she says. “He 
does the actual work but is 
also very helpful in 
explaining to a customer 
what’s wrong with the car 
and how it should be 
fixed” 

Mrs Butler’s service 
center specializes in tune- 
ups and minor repairs but 
she has developed another 
business evaluating used 
cars for women who want 
to know more about a car 
before they but it. 

“This is one thing I 
preach loud and long — 
have a qualified mechanic 
give any used car the once 
over before the deal is 
signed Too often, women 
are more concerned about 
how a car looks rather than 


how it runs. Color is 
secondary. It’s the motor 
that gets you around 
town ” 

She is also very specific 
when it comes to the value 
of periodic maintenance. 
“Just being a woman is no 
excuse for letting a car fall 
apart from neglect. Change 
parts at recommended 
intervals, keep the oil level 
full, use the proper fuel, 
check the brake pedal for 
fade, make sure the lights 
work properly and the 
battery cells are full, and 
check the pattern wear on 
the inside of the tires. 
These are all simple checks 
that anyone can make.” 

While a significant 
number of Tune-Up 
Experts’ customers are 
women, Kay Butler does 
not discriminate. “Men 
customers with balky 
engines are welcome 
anytime In fact, we have 
some fleet accounts and 
taxi cabs that come in for 
tune-ups and preventive 
maintenance on a regular 
basis.” 

Evaluating the success of 
her new business, Mrs. 
Butler says, “All in all, the 
first two years have been a 
lot of fun and an occasional 
headache. But one thing I 
know' for certain: I don’t 
have to worry where to 
take my car the next time it 
needs a tune-up ”

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Six easy steps to change 
your spark plugs 

STEP ONE — Basic tools 
required to change plugs 
are a flex-handle ratchet 
wrench with a spark plug 
socket (and possibly an 
extension for hard to reach 
plugs) and a gapping tool. 

It is also advisable when 
changing plugs to wear 
older clothes that are 
easily cleanable. Before 
changing the plug, you may 
want to remove the air 
cleaner assembly (on top 
of the carburetor) for 
unobstructed access to the 
spark plugs and wires.

STEP TWO — Before 
changing plugs, you must 
know where to find them. 
Follow the spark plug 
wires that lead from the 
distributor cap to the plugs 
themselves. (Again, there 
is one plug for every 
cylinder in your car. Do not 
confuse the wire that fits on 
the top center of the 
distributor for a plug wire. 
It is the coil wire.) Once 
you have identified the plug 
wires, remove one by 
grasping it gently at the 
boot (the point at which the 
wires attach to the plug). 
Never yank on the wire 
itself. Twist the boot and 
pull it off the plug. NOTE: 
Disconnect the wires one at 
a time when each 
Individual plug is changed. 
This will help you avoid 
reconnecting a wire to the 
wrong split plug. 


STEP THREE — Before 
removing the spark plug, 
free the area around the 
plug of all dirt and debris. 
An effective way of 
accomplishing this is to 
take a small section of 
rubber hosing and blowing 
the dirt away. This step is 
extremely important since 
foreign matter entering the 
cylinder through the plug 
hole can do great damage 
to the 


STEP SIX — When replacing plugs, place the new plug in 
the socket and begin the reinstallation job with your 
finger. W hen the plug is in the hole securely, then re-attach 
the ratchet wrench and tighten. Do not tighten too snugly 
but merely to the point the plug is in so securely that it will 
not wobble. Re-^tac(i,the ywkplu&,wii£.and 
process for the remaining plugs in the engine. 


STEP FOUR — To remove each spark plug, attach t 
socket to the wrench handle and place the socket firmly 
the spark plug. NOTE: If you encounter great resistan 
when you attempt to loosen the plug, the reason may 
the engine is too hot and the plug threads have expande 
It is always a good practice to work on a cool engine 
avoid possible burns. Once the plug is nearly out, you ci 
disengage the socket from the ratchet handle and fini 
removing by hand. 


STEP FIVE — Before 
installing the new plug, 
make sure each is gapped 
correctly. Your owner’s 
manual could tell you what 
the proper gap setting is. 
(A common setting is 
.035".) Take your gap 
feeler gauge upd run it 
between tha^ ground 
electrodes of the plug. The 
electrodes should neither 
be too tight nor too loose 
but should fit snugly at the 
right gap setting indicated 
on the gauge. Hie side 
electrode can be easily 
bent to create just the right 
cap opening.
